Don’t Knock it Till 
You've Tri it 

In the parts where it is funny, Howard 
Husock’s May 28 polemic against 
transplanted New Yorkers (“A Bronx 
Cheer for the Apple Corps”) made me 
laugh. But in the parts where he tried to 
be serious, Howard’s attacks made me 
cringe, not only for himself but for 
Bostonians like him who think penis envy 
of New York is where it’s at. 

Howard is to be congratulated for tur- 
ning his back on the flames of the 
Cuyahoga River and making the Long 
March to God’s Green Acre, which in 
many ways Boston — with its univer- 
sities, its vistas, its history and its flavor- 
ful neighborhoods — is. He makes no 
mention, however, that he ever tried to 


live or make it in New York, and it shows. 
Any New Yorker who suspected this town 
of tunnel-vision, parochialism,~or 
membership in the bush leagues would 
take Howard’s article, not as rebuke, but 
as proof. One does not find pieces in the 
Voice bewailing the successes Bostonians 
make of themselves in New York, though 
they do; and that makes all the 
difference. 

When Howard reports his finding, 
tongue-in-cheek, that New York “remains 
the real world, home of real food, real 
politics, real sport,” he is, with the excep- 
tion of clam chowder, simply stating a 
fact. Boston is desirable as a place to get 
away from it all; New York as a place to 
get it all. Thus, their different characters. 
Not better, either way, just different. If 
New York has an edge, it is because it is 
more cosmopolitan — that is, it relies 
more on attracting new talent, ethnic 
groups, personalities, etc. than, as in 
Boston’s case, of solidifying the old. New 
York is to America as America is to the 
world, and Boston is America’s Europe by 
the same token. 

Thus, many of those who make it in 
New York and love it the most ardently 
are out-of-towners, who are not 
represented since the city is a state of 
mind besides a locality. Likewise, many 
New Yorkers will transplant themselves 
elsewhere and still consider themselves 
“New Yorkers,” still cultivate an interest 
in things back home. Since, endemically, 
many New Yorkers tend to run down their 
own city and its problems to be worse 
than they really are, many — dispropor- 
tionately many — are coming to Boston 
because of what they perceive to be its 
greater quality of life. They are a compli- 
ment, not_‘‘a fifth column... an occupying 
force blessed with diplomatic immunity.” 

So, if they prefer Knickerbocker or 
Long Island schoolboy basketball, it may 
be because the quality of play is better in 
New York, and that people in 
Massachusetts, neither as spectators nor 
participants, can match their enthusiasm 
or knowledge of the game. (In fact, Boston 
is a hockey town.) Or they may, as I do, 
curse.everybody connected with this city’s 
lobotomized layout, and sorry sign 
systems, because in Manhattan every 
street built after 1830 was straight, on a 
right angle and numbered to prevent peo- 
ple from getting lost. 

So, Howard, scrod, though not corned 
beef, is something; but it’s not everything, 
not even the majority of everything. And 
the wise man, before demanding “‘R-E-S- 
P-E-C-T,” recognizes his limitations.

Criticizing the Critic 

Re: Larry Loonin’s review of The King 
of the United States (Phoenix, May 26). 

I am bored by your critic’s self- 
justifying reviews. I am not interested in 
Harold Clurman’s view of the critic, to 
say nothing of Larry Loonin’s. I am amus- 
ed that he must list his colleague, Alan 
Levitan, and “everyone’’ he spoke to, to 
corraborate his confusion. Perhaps he 
should speak to the full houses and the ex- 
tended run or the six plus critics who left 
less confused, and, in the case of all we’ve 
heard from — Variety, the Globe, the 


Herald-American, the Monitor and the 
Real Paper — with nothing short of praise 
for the production. 

But I am not writing to justify the 
production. The work itself does that. 
This is simple anger and frustration, not 
with a pan but with the way a pan was 
rendered. I’ve received more than a hand- 
ful of bad reviews in my career. This is the 
first which obliged me to reply in this 


way. 
Mr. Loonin was “stymied by the good 
reviews;’’ he found the show 


“meaningless,” worse, a “fraud.’’ These 
are heavy allegations, which, however, 
one might respect given some sort of 
thorough account of them. He relegates 
half of a rather brief review to justifying 
himself as critic. In the part he leaves to 


‘The King of the United States, he con- 


fines himself to lists and generalities. He 
mentions parts of the play which confuse 
him. But besides isolating a joke out of 
context to define the humor and referring 
to some name-dropping and “poorly done 
renditions of cliche situations,” explain- 
ing neither; he confines his description of 
what is, one might think unbelievably 
from the review, a two hour production, 
to one sentence: “They (the actors) 
then acted as if they were appearing in 
one endless T.V. commercial.” Since the 
few specific references in the review are to 
events occurring at the beginning and end 
of the play, we wonder if he paid attention 
to the rest. For really, can what Kevin 
Kelly called ‘... a small startling explo- 
sion ... (which) scatters heat in other com- 
plex and ambiguous directions and before 
through detonates nearly all public and 
personal politics,” have no material for a 
careful, negative criticism? Do the editors 
edit? 


He tells us he “had no idea what was 
going on.” Given the paucity of descrip- 
tive and interpretive material in his 
review, can we - and I am not being coy - 
but take him at his word? And if a critic is 
so confused by a work of art and can 
devote neither the time nor effort to 
define for himself and his readers the 
source and quality of that confusion, how 
can he presume to evaluate that work? In 
the case of Mr. Loonin’s review, it is not 
his mere refusal to tell us anything 
valuable that is galling, it is the arrogance 
and presumption which can combine the 
most volatile of terms to damn a work 
with not the least wit of critical analysis 
to back them up. His is a lazy, self- 
indulgent kind of journalism, and it is, I 
think, with some justification that I throw 
his own words back in his face. His review 


is a “fraud,” his purpose “‘meaningless.”’ 
It is this kind of snivelling, tasteless 
criticism which keeps Boston in the 
theatrical sticks..Don’t we, the readers, 
deserve someone who’s more than a 
parody of the term “auteur,”’ who doesn’t 
indulge in sociological banter, crying 
weekly that the theatrical sky is falling? 
Don’t we need the support of more than a 
small unprofessional Chicken Little, this 
parochial John Simon? To say nothing of 
the fact that someone directing his own 
theatrical group should not presume to 
review others. I certainly would not, and 
the Phoenix is irresponsible to have him.

The Proposition 


Larry Loonin replies: J think more peo- 
ple will be reading our nasty remarks than 
will have seen a show this year by a local 
company. Our letters to the editor are be- 
ing read because many people enjoy the 
angry tone of such remarks and because 
they care about next year’s theatrical 
season. We are discussing something that 
doesn’t reflect the interests of the com- 
munity, but rather speaks to our pride in 
our own work, whether anyone cares to 
hear about it or not. Our sometimes bitter 
feelings get exaggerated in such a context. 

I didn’t want to review The King Of 
The United States because I didn’t un- 
derstand what it was about and the 
production didn’t inspire me to find out. 
It seemed trite from start to finish and I 
couldn't imagine that it had any deeper 
meaning than the banalities I gleaned. I 
asked Alan Levitan to consider reviewing 
it, but after seeing the show he thought it 
to be as pointless as I did and begged off. I 
asked five other people who saw the 
production if they had any insights as to 
the intention of the play, but none did, 
and all thought the evening to be a com- 
plete bore. 

Finally I had my story — that the show 
was a fraud pretending to have a purpose, 
evoking a relationship between a King 
and the U.S. hoping to draw a curious 
audience. I can imagine a dynamic that 
might explain some of the praise for this 
play. Trained college students not being 
able to understand the story line, but 
assuming there was one, would at first 
blame themselves for having such a 
muddled experience and eventually 
celebrate their manipulators by giving off 
enthusiastic ejaculations of praise to 
mask their confusion. 

Yes, in my review I described what I 
saw, perhaps too briefly, but I didn’t want 
to suggest a meaning to the rambling text 
after experiencing so little of it in the 
theatre. 

As to a conflict of interest in reviewing 
shows and also being connected to a 
theatrical group, I would just like to re- 
mind Mr. Albert that Wilde, Meyerhold, 
and Shaw served as critics from time to 
time and that Clurman, Kerr, Sainer, 
Smith, and many others currently review 
shows and do them too. I would much 
rather have someone from the theatre 
than a person trained in journalism or the 
academic world of dramatic literature 
review a show of mine. But I guess we are 
back to taste, in a community that 
doesn’t care yet.

What Teehan does bears little 
relation to his official title: he is 
the man responsible for watching 
over some 240 privately-run 
parking lots in Boston capable of 
holding over 10,000 cars. 

Working under the city’s Traf- 
fic and Parking commissioner 
and working part-time (he 
doubles as a liaison between 
Kevin White’s big City Hall and 
17 little ones), Teehan is sup- 
posed to enforce the Hub’s park- 
ing lot regulations and act on all 
consumer complaints about the 
way the lots are operated. 

He lacks one vital power, a 
power which no one in City Hall 
has over any privately-owned 
garage or lot — the ability to 
regulate rates. 

But in the areas over which he 
does have power, says Teehan, 
he acts more as a public relations 
man than as an enforcer. 

“It seems most of the com- 
plaints gon the lots come from 
women,” he says. “They don’t 
read the signs right maybe, or 
else the signs are confusing, 
whatever.” 

“Usually I try to arrange get- 
ting their money back,” he says. 
“It’s a good public relations — 

good for the city and good for the 
operators. In the final analysis 
it’s all a public relations thing.” 

With his energies tied up in 
attempts to “work something 
out” on complaints, Teehan says 
he “rarely has the time” to per- 
form spot checks to see if lot 
operators are complying with 
city regulations drawn up 12 
years ago to protect the con- 
sumer. 

But Teehan says that he’s en- 
countered ‘“‘very few problems” 
with lot operators who violate 
the regulations and that he is 
bothered by only one such 
problem at the moment: two lots 
in the financial district posting 
signs which he and his boss, 
Traffic and Parking Commr. 
William Noonan, feel give “‘in- 
complete information.” 

Teehan’s broad assurances 
about the reliability of the Hub’s 


parking lot industry appear to be 
off the mark. A study now being 
made for the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Works 
(DPW) has determined that 
“almost all lots overload, block 
or constantly interrupt traffic.” 

The practice of overloading in 
particular can lead to serious 
problems during fire emergen- 
cies. 

Teehan’s department has the 
power to revoke or suspend an 
operator’s license for ignoring» 
capacity limits, but despite the

Top Rates 
in Parking

Like any other unregulated in- 
dustry, the parking business 
operates under the law of supply 
and demand. So if you insist on 
driving downtown — particular- 
ly into the financial district 
where demand is greatest and 
where access by mass transit is 
poor — you’re bound to get hit 
with high parking rates. 

You may get hit with a lot 
-more. Our survey of three down- 
town areas — the financial, 
shopping and theatre districts — 
shows that several lots don’t 
have rate signs posted at each 
entrance, in violation of city 
regulations designed to protect 
the consumer. 
Financial District 

° Allright Parking. Lot at 
228 Washington, 73-75 
Devonshire near the old State 
House. A 70-car lot with perhaps 
the highest rates in the city: 90¢ 
a half-hour, $6 per day. The 
city’s Traffic and Parking Dept. 
objects to a large sign outside 
advertising a special $1 rate after 
6 p.m. The sign is “incomplete,” 
says the city: it doesn’t say you 
pay 90¢ more if you enter at 5:55 


p.m. 
° Allright Parking. Lot at 24

FRAUD 

The Watergate affair encom- 
passes so many different scan- 
dals that the average citizen has 
difficulty keeping track of them 
all. One scandal that was sup- 
posedly sealed tight from 
Watergate seepage was the Equi- 
ty Funding scandal, the largest 
business fraud in United States 
history. This was thought to be 
straight-forward corruption 
without political overtones. 
However, two state legislators in 
Illinois have discovered that the 
Republican state Attorney 
General, William J. Scott, has 
secretly hired Richard Klein- 
dienst as a special counsel to the 
state in the insurance case. The 
legislators are introducing a 
resolution asking that Klein- 
dienst be fired. Kleindienst was 
recently convicted of perjury 
before the Senate Watergate 
committee for lying about White 
House pressure on the Justice 
Department in the ITT case. He 
is the first US Attorney General 
ever convicted of a crime. That 
he should be chosen by the State 
of Illinois to represent its in- 
terests in the gigantic Equity 
fraud case indicates that fakery 
is magnetic. 

In early 1973 Equity Funding 
was flying high on the New York 
Stock Exchange, fueled by 
thousands of fake insurance 
policies. Equity made the Sting 
look like a mosquito bite. The 
company manufactured phony 
policies with a computer and 
then sold them to reinsurers who 
paid handsomely for the non- 
existent policies. The payments 
boosted Equity’s earnings and, 
in turn, its stock price. Equity 
also produced counterfeit stocks 
and bonds. The illusory assets, 
combined with its actual 
holdings, gave the company an 
impressive and stable look. But 
in the spring of 1973 this hollow 
financial pyramid collapsed. 
(For an account of the Equity 
case read the McGraw-Hill book 
The Great Wall Street Scandal 
by Raymond L. Dirks and 
Leonard Gross.)

Harvard will not be outdone 
by its perennial rival. A strike by 
the university printers will in- 
trude upon the June 13 Harvard 
commencement.

The Phoenix on March 5, 
reported on financial 
problems at the Orson Welles 
Complex, which now houses 
a restaurant, three theaters 
and a variety of shops. The 
Welles’ bank creditors had 
given the complex 30 days’ 
time in which to make good, 
or at least to show that mak- 
ing good could be possible. 
Now, 90 days later, we are 
happy to report that all is 
well. 

Both the theater division 
and the restaurant have been 
“breaking their own records, 
on a day to day basis,” accor- 
ding to Larry Jackson, who 
manages the theaters. In the 
theaters’ case, the current 
wave of prosperity is at- 
tributable to the fortuitous 
booking of three hits: Lucia, 
A Very Curious Girl and The 
Harder They Come (in a 
return engagement). 

But in the restaurant, 
breaking its own record is not 
necessarily all that much of 
an accomplishment. The 
restaurant was, at the time of 
our report, the complex’s 
principal financial headache. 

But the restaurant has 
made some significant 
changes in format, the most 
important of which is its new 
bid for the lunchtime trade (it 
now opens at 11:30 a.m., 
formerly opened at 5 p.m.). 

Another important change 
is the addition of hard liquor 
to the bill of fare, where only 
wine and beer were available 
before. And in order that 
patrons may drink or dine in 
peace, live entertainment has 
been done away with. 
Business has been improving 
steadily ever since.

But thought, time and trouble 
are precisely what the 
overwhelming majority of men 
and women are not prepared to 
give, unless motivated by a 
passionate desire or an im- 

perious need.”

Seeing” 


The May 31 death, at age 70, 
of Adelle Davis started me think- 
ing of the remarkable changes in 
the climate of U.S. opinion in 
the half decade since she finally 
came into her own. 

Only in the last five years of 
her life did she really become 
nationally “celebrated” and ful- 
ly accepted on the lecture circuit 
and by our weathervane radio 
and television networks. 

She had spent the previous 35 
years in unrecognized 
vineyards, helping many sick 
individuals with ‘an imperious 
need,” while yelling into the 
winds of herd opinion about the 
dreadful popular diet in this 
nutritionally backward country. 

Thus always with pioneers and 
with “obnoxious persons out of 
step with their times”, as Nicola 
Sacco or Bartolomeo Vanzetti 
eloquently pointed out in a 
famous broken-English prison 
letter. The letter recalled their 
frustrating anarchist years of 
“standing on street corners 
speaking to scorning men.” 

At worst, scorn, ridicule, 
violence from those who don’t 
know that they don’t know (the 
smug brand of ignorance with 
the most deleterious personal 
and social consequences). At 
best, bemused tolerance. In 
March, 1970, right after the fatal 
accidental Weatherman explos- 
tion in a Manhattan townhouse, 
Life magazine asked me if I 
could quickly get an interview 
with an underground bomber for 
the next week’s issue. After a 
bevy of secretaries did a fast all- 
night transcribing of the taped 
interview, a Life staffer, together 
with a computer, had to edit the 
long dialogue down to a onepage 
space limitation. 

In a heavy downpour, I started 
to take off for Good Earth 
Market for my weekly supply of 
organic foods. When Editor 
Gerald Moore learned my 
destination, he smiled 
benevolently and said: ““We need 
you here to check the editing. I'll 
send one of our messengers.” 

On the messenger’s return 
with two rain-soaked shopping 
bags, there was great amuse-

ment all over Life’s editorial of- 
fices about Bill Worthy’s funny 
foods from a peculiar store way 
over on the East Side. That was 
just four years ago. Rarely these 
days does one get ribbed for be- 
ing on a yogurt, wheat germ and 
brewer’s yeast “‘fad’’ diet. 

About the same time a major 
change took place in the 
patronage of health food stores 
and restaurants. Everywhere the 
pattern has been the same, 
whether at Good Earth Market, 
at famed Brownies off Union 
Square, or at Erewhon and 
Nature Food Centre in Boston’s 
Back Bay. Nature Food Centre 
on Massachusetts Avenue, 
around the corner from the 
Christian Science Mother 
Church, has been in the same 
spot since I was a kid growing up 
in the South End. But until early 
in this decade much of the 
clientele was tight-lipped, prissy 
ladies whose sole (and inconsis- 
tent) act of resistance to the 
prevailing order was in the area 
of proper eating. 

Then suddenly, like an explo- 
sion, the majority of health food 
customers were counter-culture 
young men and women of college 
and post-college age. At the 


beginning of the 1960s, while on 
the lecture circuit, I'd be lucky 
to find poorly stocked hole-in- 
the-wall health food stores even 
in good-sized cities such as 
Minneapolis or Madison, and 
even with the nearby presence of 
large student populations. 

This was the U.S. only yester- 
day. Movement dropouts — 
typically North American in im- 
patience for immediate results 
and instant revolution — have 
no concept of the slow, 
cumulative work that unsung 
heroes and heroines pour into the 
denting of public consciousness. 
And there is no rushing the 
process, whether one is resisting 
a destructive diet or a destruc- 
tive war. I gather that when 
Daniel Ellsberg leaked the Pen- 
tagon Papers, he expected, or at 
least romantically hoped, that 
his single act of brave defiance 
would promptly halt the Viet- 
nam war. A month or so ago, 
Ellsberg wistfully remarked 
that, in 1971, the people did not 
read the Pentagon Papers, but 
that, in 1974, they are reading 
the transcripts of taped 
presidential conversations. 
Ellsberg and his co-defendant 
Anthony Russo can take a lot of 


credit for tilling the fields and 
paving the way for today’s bitter 
flowering of political con- 
sciousness. 

In her late years, Adelle Davis 
must have smiled inwardly while 
moving up, as it were, from 
“peddling” a sensible diet on un- 
friendly and deserted street cor- 
ners to more congenial television 
studios. There, with respec- 
tability, she could reach recep- 
tive millions who, out in the 
street, would scorn the exact 
same message. Her message was 
very complex in detail, but very 
simple in essence: 

We need 40 nutrients (1 essen- 
tial fatty acid, 15 vitamins, 14 
minerals, and 10 amino acids) 
which cannot be manufactured 
in our bodies. 

If even one of the 40 is long 
missing from out diets, disaster 
is certain to follow. 

From the sprayed, chemical- 
filled, processed and devitalized 
foods that the commercial food 
companies brainwash us into 
buying, we don’t even come close 
to getting those 40 nutrients. 

The forty-thousand-dollars-a- 
year pill-ologists that our 
medical schools churn out are 
taught next to nothing about 


‘ nutrition. 


In their arrogant ignorance 
and in their corruption, these 
doctors ridicule natural vitamins 
and other food supplements. 
They recklessly disregard the 
well-documented side effects 
from all the medications they so 
freely prescribe, from lowly 
aspirin up to the most 
sophisticated ‘“‘miracle” drugs. 

A wide assortment of diseases, 
such as atherosclerosis, have 
leaped from being unknown il- 
Inesses to epidemic proportions 
— all in the last few decades, 
paralleling the spectacular rise 
in the criminally irresponsible 
nature of the food industry, and 
also paralleling the decline of 
organized medicine from a 
profession to a hustle. 

In her four books that sold 
almost two million copies, Adelle 
Davis held out great hope for 
those willing to put Huxleyan 
“thought, time and trouble” into 
the day-to-day choices of 
nutritious and balanced meals. 
For the simple truth is that, if we 
live intelligently, we'll be 
healthy. If we don’t, then “the 
thorns that rip my flesh are from 
the seeds 7 planted.” 

Leon Trotsky once remarked 
that revolution is rendered 
necessary and inevitable by the 
innate conservatism of

Burn’s Beer & Wine: A Spirited Garden

There are lots of places in town 
where you can buy beer and wine 
late at night, “‘but where can you 
buy beer, wine and plants till 
11?” asks Andrew Arcovio. An- 
drew, a furry-haired former New 
Yorker, and his brother Frank 
together with their friend Fer- 
nando Alonso are making that 
triple order possible at Burn’s 
Beer and Wine — Potted Plants 
in Inman Square, Cambridge. 
Since last November they’ve 
totally renovated the store at 1 
Beacon Street (formerly owned 
by kindly, -green-thumbed Mr. 
Burn), enlarging the narrow, 
closet-like place into a spacious 
variation of an indoor garden. 
The trio did all the remodeling 
themselves which included lay- 
ing a handsome slate floor, pain- 
ting the plaster walls a less than 
neon blue, and building a dis- 
play platform for a wide variety 
of plants. Fernando handcrafted 


wall from floor to ceiling. The 
overall effect is horticulturally 
hospitable, inviting you to 
browse among the lush plants 
and ample wine collection. 
Andrew, Frank and Fernando 
are dedicated plant lovers and 
make it a policy to stock non- 
problem plants. They'll tell you 
how to care for your plant, will 
re-pot it for a minimal charge, 
and remind you to bring it back 
for consultation if it doesn’t 
seem to be doing well. One of the 
nicest things about their plant 
selection is the price. ‘““We only 
have a 30 percent markup,” 
claims Frank, ‘‘which is con- 
siderably less than even the large 
suburban nurseries.”” A prime 
example is a potted palm which 
they sell for $19.95 but usually 
runs over $35. Burn’s carries the 
standard favorites — Swedish 
ivy, spider, zebra and jade plants 
— as well as exotic ones like the 


the wine racks that line an entire luminium plant from Vietnam. 


And the wine selection is just 
as comprehensive, ranging from 
Beaujolais to Manischevitz. 
They have an extensive Sake 
supply to meet neighborhood de- 
mand and people come in to buy 
the favorite Ki Ku Mase Mune 
(chrysanthemum) by the case at 
a 10 to 15 percent discount. 
There’s even a Japanese neon 
sign in the window to remind 
passers-by that Burn’s sells the 
popular brand. 

Hoping to make Burn’s into a 
specialty shop, Andrew, Frank 


and Fernando plan to eliminate’ 


the less discriminating American 
wines and carry only unusual im- 
ported wines. They will soon be 
adding cut flowers, cheese and 
French bread, plant food and 
how-to books to their stock. 
Open Monday through Saturday 
from 11 a.m. to 11 p.m., Burn’s 
Beer and Wine is a people- 
oriented store that aims to 
please.

If the number of performances is any 
indication of quality, then the worst 
play ever was The Intimate Review, 
which was shown at the Duchess 
Theatre in London on March 11, 1930.

With scene changes taking 
up to 20 minutes apiece, the manage- 
ment scrapped seven scenes to get the 
finale on before midnight. The run was 
described as “half a performance.” 
This fractional first night may have 
been surpassed by a scheduled perfor- 
mance of Shakespeare’s As You Like It 
at the Shaftsbury Theatre in London 
in 1888. On the opening night the fire 
curtain was let down, jammed and 
never rose again on this production.

A rather outrageous example of conflic- 
ting interests: Conservative Republican 
and likely congressional candidate Avi 
Nelson gave a seconding speech for 
Carroll Sheehan, who is challenging 
Gov.

Not wanting 
to let his anti- Nixon biases show, Brooke 
declared the resolution had passed, but 
some observers felt the pro-Nixon forces 
were not more numerous — only more 
vociferous. 


Is Tom Atkins running for governor? 
Well, if he’s following the lead of Mike 
Dukakis he is. Atkins served recently as 
moderator for Channel 2’s The Advocates, 
the same position that Dukakis held for a 
year while he was out of public life and 
grooming his TV image. Atkins, however, 
was still serving as Secretary of Com- 
munities and Development while he 
travelled to Williamsburg, Los Angeles, 
and St. Paul to tape the shows. So who 
was watching the store, Tom? 


The night before the Democratic par- 
ty’s ninth district caucus was held, Ellen 
Jackson, a black community activist, 
and State Rep. Doris Bunte got together 
and Ms. Bunte agreed to drop out of the 
contest for delegate to the party’s Kansas 
City charter convention. In so doing, she 
not only avoided a difficult choice for 
their mutual supporters, she also 
sidestepped a nasty confrontation with 
Kevin White’s forces, which were backing 


Ms. Jackson. Doris Bunte is rumored to 
be unpopular in the mayor’s office.

media to make any serious commitment 
toward minority employment. Not sur- 
prisingly, the only paper in town that 
simply refused to talk was the Herald 
American. “Black News” should not feel 
slighted. Herald executives, who seem 
sometimes to forget that they’re in the 
business of communicating, have also 
refysed to be interviewed by Channel 2, 
Boston Magazine, any and all trade 
publications, and even, ironically, the 
New York Times — despite the paper’s 
heavy use of the Times news service. 


Channel 3 in Hartford, Conn., seems to 
be trying to capture some of the Bay State 
viewing audience out west. The station is 
running a series of interview shows with 
candidates for statewide office in 
Massachusetts, and has invited Boston 
Globe newsmen to appear on the panels. 


Roxbury’s Pioneer Club, which until 
recently was one of the city’s most 
celebrated after-hours bars, is going out of 
business — which means that the Globe 
crowd is going to have to find another 
hangout. A possible alternative is 
Charlie’s Eating and Drinking Saloon on 
Newbury Street, but the atmosphere, 
somehow, is just not going to be the same.

Laurie Cabot is a tall, very 
serious wican (one who seeks 
knowledge; wise one) who is try- 
ing to get Salem to recognize her 
as the official town witch. When 
she’s not lobbying for that or 
teaching witchcraft at Salem 
State College, she runs a shop 
which can only be described as a 
wican supply shop, a witches’ 
pharmacy. We caught her there, 
amidst burning candles and 
shelves of herbs and spices and 
wolf's wool. Draped in a long 
black dress, she sat at a small 


wooden table drinking an RC 


Cola, and lapping up the atten- 
tions of two of her students. 
“Witchcraft is a science,” she 
said earnestly. “We don’t believe 
in devils and demons. They exist 
only in your head, your brain. 


The idea is to prove everything, 
you see. To take the fear out of 
our craft. 

“We're making our first real 
step in proving the tools of 
witchcraft by opening a research 
center. It was officially establish- 
ed this week — the Salem 
Research Center of Self- 
Development. We're going to 
have biochemists and chemists, 
anthropologists and doctors 
working with us, to prove our 
theories, and take the dogma out 
of witchcraft.” 

Becoming a witch was in- 
evitable, Cabot said. “‘See, I was 
born a Baptist and a Catholic 
simultaneously, which put me 
off to a good start, with the fire 
and brimstone of the Baptist 
Church and the ceremony of the 
Catholic Church.” 

She was never your ordinary 
mud-pie type of a kid. “I always 
was going through all kinds of 
psychic experiences. For exam- 
ple, one day when I was about 
ten I was playing by myself out 
on the grass (we lived in 
Anaheim, California, then) and I 
just decided I'd like to rise up off 
the ground a little bit, you know, 
about ten inches. So I did. 

“I went running into the house 
after that happened, yelling 
‘Mommy, Mommy, look what I 


can do!’ Of course my mother 
almost fainted dead away. She 
was appalled by it, really 
frightened. Turned stone white. 
But the woman who was visiting 
her at the time tried to talk to 
her and tell her that kind of 
thing should be cultivated and 
understood. But my mother 
frightened me so much I came to 
know it was taboo, using the 
powers I had. I didn’t do it again 
for many, many years. Now it 
takes tremendous concentration 
... and well, I weigh more too,” 
the 41-year-old wican said. 
“That’s a joke.” 

Over the years Laurie Cabot 
became interested in biology, 
biochemistry and psychology. 
‘Because of my family’s fear and 
non-interest in this kind of thing 
I kind of shut off and started 
studying the physical sciences. 
Now I tie in all these things and 
utilize them to tune in with the 
proper vibrations.” 

About the old-timey witches, 
Cabot said: “Oh ... I’m sure 
there were people who had 
knowledge of the old religion. We 
don’t believe it’s a religion ... it’s 
a science. People who had some 
psychic power or ability or who 
used herbs really frightened peo- 
ple in the old days. This has

Continued from page 
widespread nature of the prac- 
tice, it hasn’t used that power 
once in at least two years. 

And a Phoenix survey of park- 
ing facilities in three downtown 
areas — the financial, shopping 
and theatre districts — shows 
that several operators ignore the 
requirement that they post com- 
plete rate signs at each entrance 
to their lots. In some cases, lots 
with two entrances have only one 
rate sign which appears to be 
deliberately well-hidden. 

This particular abuse is a 
serious one. Motorists are forced 
to enter lots simply to determine 
the rates, and many find it hard 
to back out at that point. 

But these abuses and others 
occurring under the jurisdiction 
of the Traffic and Parking Dept. 
represent just a fraction of the 
city’s overall parking problems, 
problems with which the city is* 
ill-equipped to deal. 

The situation is this: there are 
nearly 50,000 off-street parking 
spaces (public and private) 
within Boston Proper, an area 
that runs roughly from the 
Southeast Expressway to 
Massachusetts Avenue. These 
spaces represent about 85 per- 
cent of the area’s parking supply 
(there are only 8,000 curb 
spaces) and take up about ten 


percent of its land. 

The spaces are scattered 
through 375 different facilities, 
310 of them lots and 65 garages. 
About three-quarters of them are 
open to the public. 

At least 10 different agencies 
and city departments are 
somehow involved in the licen- 
sing and regulation of the spaces. 
No one agency has overall 
authority and in some very 
specific areas, such as the licen- 
sing of lots, three or four agencies 
are involved at once. 

Incredibly, none of the agen- 
cies has any say whatever on the 
rates charged by operators, with 
the exception of 17 facilities leas- 
ed out to private operators by the 
city’s Real Property Dept. 

The Real Property garages and 
lots contain almost 9,000 spaces 
— a sizable chunk of the supply 
— and with the department’s 
control the rates remain fairly 
low. 

The Traffic and Parking Dept. 
has the largest say over 
privately-run lots. There are 100 
open to the public in Boston 
Proper with a total capacity of 
6,000 cars. 

A unit called the Committee 
on Licenses, composed of the 
fire, building and traffic and 
parking commissioners, has the 
most authority over privately- 
run garages. There are 32 such 
garages open to the public in the 
area, with a capacity of 15,000 
cars. 
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A Lot Exceeding Its Capacity Limit 


Also involved in the parking 
picture, in one way or another, 
are the city’s police, fire, 
building, assessing and public 
facilities departments, the 
Boston Redevelopment Authori- 
ty (BRA), the Massachusetts 
Parking Authority (which runs 
the Common Garage) and the 
MBTA. 

The overlapping jurisdictions 
can lead to annoying problems: 
if you’re seeking information or 
trying to lodge a complaint on 
some facility, you may find 
yourself getting switches around 
from one City Hall department 

_ to another and back again. 

And even with all the overlap, 
some major aspects of the park- 
ing business are entirely 
overlooked. According to 
Edward Whalen, Secretary for 
the Committee on Licenses, 
there is apparently no law re- 
quiring garage operators to post 
their rates outside. (Lot 


operators, on the other hand, are 
required to do so.) 

Most garage operators do 
anyway, but we found one with 
no rate signs at two of its en- 
trances: the 900-car Meyers 
Brothers garage in Park Square. 

The fact that no one is in com- 
plete charge of the parking situa- 
tion has allowed some agencies 
to go off and set policies which 
the city already regrets. During 
the mid-fifties, for example, the 
city’s Real Property Dept. - 
granted 40-year leases to private 
operators on three garages 
among the 17 facilities the 
department controls. 

Real Property has a say in the 
rates charged in those garages, 
but it has no say over the times 
that those rates are in effect. For 
years now Real Property has 
been trying without success to 
change the rate schedule on one 
garage — Post Office Square, 
operated by Frank Sawyer’s

The problem is that the gar- 
age’s night rates remain in effect 
until 8.m., so early morning 
motorists line up outside until 
then trying to avoid an ad- 
ditional night charge. 

Real Property wants the night 
rates to end at 7 a.m. but Sawyer

E Pee “because it would cost him some 


money.” 

“The problem’s still there and 
we get complaints all the time,” 
said Mulhern. “I wish people 
could understand how we’re 
locked into this (by the lease 
granted years ago).” 

If the city ever wished to close 
one of the garages — either 
because it was underutilized or 
because some attempt was being 
made to discourage downtown 
parking — it might find that op- 
tion closed as well. 

Real Property, at least, does 
have control over the rates 
charged in its facilities, a power 
which no one holds over the 
city’s privately-run garages and 
lots. As with anything else that’s 
unregulated, the results are 
predictable: operators charge 
what they can get away with. 

- “It’s pure unadulterated 
gravy,” said one city official who 
deals constantly with the Hub’s 
parking operators. ‘‘Some 
overload all the time and charge 
outrageous prices. And what 
you’ve got to remember is that 
the industry is dominated by 
just a couple major operators.” 

A 1973 BRA survey shows that 
most of downtown Boston’s fee- 
charging lots and garages are 
controlled by four major 
operators: the Meyers Brothers 
Parking System, the Sawyer 
System (headed by taxi fleet 
owner Frank Sawyer), Fitz-Inn 
Auto Parks (headed by William 
Fitzgerald) and Allright Parking, 
a Texas-based outfit that has 
entered the Boston market in a 
big way recently. 

In addition, the operators are 
represented by a powerful in- 
dustry lobby called the New 
England Parking Association, 
presently headed by Marvin 
Meyers. 

“It’s like anything else in this 
business,” said one real estate 
source familiar with the city’s 
parking operators. “‘Your profits 
depend on land costs and taxes, 
and on the location — your 
financial district is going to com- 
mand more money coming in.” 

“But if you had the foresight 
to buy up properties years ago, 
like Sawyer and Fitzgerald,” 
said the source, ‘“‘you’re making 
out like a bandit today.” 

“And judging from the way 
Allright is buying stuff,” he said, 
“they’ve got to be making money 
hand over fist.” 

An exact figure or even a good 
estimate on the big operators’ 
yearly profits seems to be a trade 
secret. City officials like Real 
Property’s Mulhern and Traffic 
and Parking’s Teehan said they 
wouldn’t even attempt it. 

The industry’s profitability 
has also not been taken into ac- 
count in a study of Boston park- 
ing now being done for the 
Massachusetts Dept. of Public 
Works. 

“I’m not privy to what 
operators’ profit figures might 
be,” said John Schoon of Wilbur 
——— Please turn to page 18

Two 
blocks down Devonshire, there’s 
another high-priced Allright lot:

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Where Have All the Mental Patients Gone? 


By Connie Paige 

A man is lying only half- 
clothed in the middle of a road in 
the middle of winter. The police 
pick him up, bring him to court. 
The court sends him to a mental 
hospital. Three days later he’s 
released. They say he’s not dis- 
turbed, just wants attention. He 
lies down in front of traffic again 
and ends up spending 30 days in 
jail. 

The story is told by Dalene 
Henshaw of the private 
watchdog group, the 
Massachusetts Association for 
Mental Health, and she claims 
she gets many similar com- 
plaints. In another instance, a 
woman in her late thirties is in 
and out of a hospital, finally 
released home in the care of a 
case aide companion. She goes 
through three such volunteers, 
none of whom can stand her 
habit of moving in on them. Ex- 
asperated, the woman’s brothers 
and sisters want to have her 
committed for life. 

It used to be that the scandals 
about mental patients involved 
the hospitals — those 
repositories of filth, corruption 
and infantilizing custodial care. 
Now, over the course of the last 
few years, the Department of 
Mental Health — under its 
deinstitutionalization program 
— has begun to clear out the 
hospitals and reintegrate 
patients into community-based 
treatment centers with largely 
outpatient programs. Yet along 
the way new problems have 
developed. Even as the number 
of hospitalized patients shrank, 
the community centers were not 
growing fast enough to accom- 
modate everyone. The result has 
been personal crisis for some 
people whom institutions might 
have admitted in the past. 

The Department of Mental 
Health is aware of cases like 
those cited by the Massachusetts 
Association for Mental Health 
and is troubled by them. 

The crux of the DMH dilem- 
ma is that: 

° Only 15 out of 39 projected 
community mental health

centers have been fully es- 
tablished across the state. 

° No one in the DMH central 
office has figures on how many 
patients are being treated in 
these centers — or what actually 
happens to patients released 
from state mental hospitals. 

° From these two facts, it 
becomes apparent that the 
department began emptying 
patients from state hospitals 
before the community centers 
were set up — and now state of- 
ficials say it will take 10 years 
before the program is completed. 

° Only belatedly is the DMH 
seeking funds for halfway houses 
to accommodate an estimated 
2500 people. 

In 1957, a peak year for ad- 
missions to state mental 


hospitals, there were 600,000 
people on a given day in- 
stitutionalized across the coun- 
try. Now the numbers have 
plummeted to 250,000. In 
Massachusetts the drift is 
similar. From a high of 23,000 in 
the mid-fifties, the inpatient 
census decreased to 12,000 by 
1971, and the phasing down of 
some hospitals reduced it to 7,- 
000 by last June. 


Reasons for Decrease 


There are many reasons for the 
dramatic drop in state hospital 
population. During the fifties, 
the newly developed tran- 


quilizers and antipsychotic 


drugs helped thousands of 
patients live outside the 
hospital, and 10 years later 


reform laws greatly decreased 
the numbers of the involuntarily 
committed. Less restrictive in- 
surance requirements and 
Medicaid benefits allowed many 
other patients to choose private 
hospitalization and the senile 
elderly to be transferred to nur- 
sing homes. 

Most important, though, was 
a new philosophy — widely em- 
braced by mental health workers 
who had seen hospitalized 
patients robbed of spirit — that 
community care made better 
therapeutic sense. Also better 
fiscal sense; the cost of alter- 
native treatment was five times 
less than hospitalization. 

Deinstitutionalization as a 
program formally dates back to 
1963, when on President 


Kennedy’s initiation, Congress 
appropriated $150 million in 
matching funds for the construc- 
tion and staffing of over 500 com- 
munity mental health centers. 
Three years later in 1966, with 
the aid of federal planning 
money, Massachusetts began 
decentralizing its mental health 
system into 39 ‘‘catchment”’ 
areas, each designed to minister 
to a portion of the population 
with its own community mental 
health center and civilian review 
board. Though neither enough 
federal nor state funds were 
forthcoming to provide for all 39 
areas, former Commissioner 
Milton Greenblatt announced 
two years ago that the state 
hospital census would be cut in 
half by this year. 

By last October, one state 
hospital, Grafton, was closed, 
and two others, Gardner and 
Foxborough, now are being 
transformed into strictly cur- 
tailed backup facilities. All the 
other eight hospitals have been ‘ai 
losing patients daily. 


5000 Fewer Patients 


Today, there are 5000 fewer 
patients in state hospitals than 
in 1971 but there is every reason 
to assume that as many people 
in 1974 require psychiatric help 
as three years ago. 

The question is: Is adequate 
care being made available to 
them? 

It seems not. At present, there 
are only 15 fully operational 
community mental health 
centers to replace hospitals, with 
eight more in various stages of 
growth, for the 39 areas. For the 
remaining catchment areas, 
there is only ‘thinking and plan- 
ning,” in the words of Dr. George 
Grosser, Assistant Commissioner 
for Training, Planning and 
Research. Projections are that 
covering the Commonwealth 
with sufficient services will take 
10 years. 

There does seem to be a 
general uneasiness about it. Dr. 
Grosser, also a department 
statistician, admits there are

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waiting lists at outpatient 
centers at critical times of the 
year, and Dr. Jay Pomerantz, ac- 
ting director for the Western 
Massachusetts Region served by 
Northampton hospital, says 
there just aren’t enough 
programs for patients leaving 
Northampton. 

Pomerantz is in a better posi- 
tion than most to evaluate the 
situation, as one of three coor- 
dinators of a two-year pilot study 
to determine what happens to 
discharged patients. From 
preliminary findings, it is ap- 
parent that, of a group of high- 
risk patients likely in the old 
days to return to the hospital, 
only one-third come to the new 
comprehensive community men- 
tal health center in Springfield 
for help. If the study is funded 
again next year, they plan to find 
out what happens to the ramin- 
ing two-thirds. 

Most officials will argue that 
at least Massachusetts is better 
off than, for instance, New York, 
where deinstitutionalized 
patients either repeatedly have 
sought readmission to hospitals, 
only to be turned away, or caus- 


ed trouble on the outside. 

In 1966 — when the state first 
began thinking deinstit- 
utionalization — there 
were no projections made as to 
the need for community 
residences, nor any requests for 
state money. Only this year has 
the insistent director of Com- 
munity Residences, Dr. Richard 
Budson, been able to complain 
loud enough to influence the 
DMH heirarchy. 

An amendment to the DMH 
budget, currently in conference 
committee, -appropriates $100,- 
000 for the facilities. Since a 
good halfway house takes easily 
$35,000 to get off the ground, the 
appropriation is no more than an 
acknowledgement of the need. 
Budson estimates that some 
2500 people may need this kind 
of care, yet even the budget for 
the year after this requests only 
enough money to provide for 
about 400. 

With no funding and no prior 
planning by the state, the 
programs that do exist start up 
on an improvised basis. Usually 
the DMH area review boards, 
with prodding from central 


Boston, encourage the formation 
of non-profit corporations to 
handle the administrative costs 
of finding and establishing a 
group residence. Sometimes a 
landlord will make a house 
available, and live in as a kind of 
paraprofessional counsellor. 
Sometimes it will be a more 


‘structured halfway house with 


state employees sent from a local 
mental hospital. Whatever the 
arrangement, setting it up usual- 
ly depends on the initiative of 
unpaid area board members, the 
willingness of local doctors, 
businessmen or interested 
citizens to do the work. 
Massachusetts now has 16 
halfway houses and 45 group 
residences for 479 ex-mental 
patients. Without any DMH 
funding, most are just scraping 
by. They are financed in large 
part by individuals paying out of 
allowances from a new welfare 
program, Supplemental Security 
Income (SSI), but the SSI allot- 
ment is too small (only. $5 per 
day) and is restricted to clients 
who have not worked for a year. 
Welfare recipients not on SSI 
simply can’t afford to live in a 


halfway house. 

By contrast, halfway houses 
for alcoholics, prisoners, 
youthful offenders, addicts and 
the retarded have fared much 
better. A year ago, for instance, 
the DMH budget included $991, - 
000 for the retarded and has $2.5 
million more this year. 

Inadequate funding for a state 
program of community health 
centers that would take another 
10 years to complete opens up 
the possibility that en- 
trepreneurs could enter the field. 

Businesspeople have in the 
past been able to take advantage 
of Medicaid and Medicare fun- 
ding in setting up nursing homes 
and other service oriented 
facilities. 

Commissioner Goldman ad- 
mits that there is “potentially a 
lot of money in intermediate care 
facilities,” and cited examples of 
chains in southern California 
that solicited clients, overcharg- 
ed them, ripped off Medicaid 
and gave no more than custodial 
care, contrary to advertising 
promoting quality services. 
Goldman's caveat was that these 
residences flowered only because 


the state had no licensing and 
regulatory programs. So far, 
though, there is no such licensing 
program for community 
residences for the mentally ill in 
this state. 

“This is something we’re very 
sensitive to,’’ Goldman said. 
“It’s all right to use the private 
sector as long as it’s not ex- 
ploitative.” 

Officials who care about doing 
their jobs are generally 
pragmatists, and for Goldman 
it’s a must to use the private sec- 
tor when the public sector just 
doesn’t fund. Certainly in 
Massachusetts, money for men- 
tal health has been on the 
decline. In 1965 it represented 13 
percent of the total state budget; 
in the upcoming fiscal year it ac- 
counts for only 5.9 percent. 
Likewise, President Nixon’s 
budget included nothing new for 
community mental health, 
though there is a measure at this 
writing coming to a vote in the 
House to appropriate another 
$278 million for seeding new 
centers. Massachusetts’ share 
even of that, however, would not 
be enough to fill in the gaps.

changed somewhat. People don’t 
really believe our power comes 
from the devil, co they? One of 
my friends is a Baptist Sunday 
School teacher. Teaches every 
Sunday. She’s also a wican 
though, a witch.” 

The image is changing. The 
witches revolt, and demand 
respect for their craft. 
“Witchcraft has been made fun 
of because people don’t unders- 
tand it. They don’t know what 
we're all about. But science 
allows us to tie it down. Scien- 
tists and witches need to work 
together. One of our priorities is 
healing, because it’s the best 
thing you can do for each other,” 
Cabot said, sounding more like 
little witch Wendy from the 
comics than Hector. “We’re now 
documenting all the healing 
we're doing — the techniques 
and procedures — in accordance 
with doctors, so it’s valid. It all 
goes into the new research 
center.” 

Magic wands, magic mirrors, 
herbs and spices are tools of wic- 
ca. “You understand the energy 
they contain and concentrate on 
how that energy can be a 
catalyst to your mind,” Cabot 
explained. ‘Frankincense and 
myrrh still burn on the alters of 
churches, and the reason for that 
is that they contain levels of 
energy that neutralize all other 
levels of energy, forming a sanc- 
tum.

Smith and Associates, a con- 
sulting firm doing the study for 
DPW. “I think that would be the 
next step, once our study is the 
first all-inclusive inventory of 
downtown Boston’s parking 
supply done in about 15 years. In 
addition to examining the pre- 
sent supply, the study projects 
future needs, outlines the major 
transportation options the city 
must soon face and analyzes the 
city’s ability to make the big 
decisions. . 

The study emphasizes greater 
use of mass transit and supports 
the current freeze on downtown 
Boston’s parking supply, a freeze 
announced in late 1972 by Gov. 
Sargent with Mayor White’s 
concurrence. 

The study’s major preliminary 
findings (it won’t be completed 
for two months or more) are the 
following: 

- The creation of between 
14,000 to 18,000 parking spaces 
along mass transit lines to the ci- 
ty, in order to encourage MBTA 
use, 

Stepped-up enforcement of 
on-street parking regulations 
(about 6,000 cars park illegally 
in downtown Boston daily, the 
study finds), 

Lowering the short-term 
parking rates in garages and lots 
and hiking the all-day rates, to 
discourage auto traffic into the 
city at peak hours, 

- The elimination of three 
garages considered obsolete 
(Hayward Place, Kilby St., and 
Fort Hill Square), 

- A 2,000 to 3,000 car garage 
at South Station rather than the 
5,000 car facility the city has 
been pushing (the expressway 
couldn’t handle that much of a 
load, the study says), 

. And, in order to accomplish 
much of this, the creation of a 
single municipal parking agency. 

“This agency should exercise 
control over public and private 
parking,” says the study. “‘It 
should have the ability to 
regulate rates and operating 
procedures — at least for 
municipal facilities; license 
private garages and lots; review 
parking designs; and plan and 
design new facilities including 
site acquisition. Licensing 
should be conditional upon con- 
formity with requirements for 
capacity, performance standards 
and, ideally, rate structures.” 

The report’s language is 
noticeably lukewarm in its 
recommendation that the new 
agency have power over private 
operators’ rates. 

“T think,” said John Schoon of 
Wilbur Smith and Associates, 
“that this is a tacit recognition 
that .. . (the creation of such an 
agency) could be a very prolong- 
ed legislative process, and that 
particular power might prolong 
it further.” 

In other words, the big parking 
operators have political clout 
and are willing to use it. 

But with the report still 
months away from its release, 
there are already indications 
that the private operators might 
not have to worry too much 
about the creation of a powerful 
regulatory agency over them. 

“T don’t think it’s that hot an 
idea,” says Fred Salvucci, Kevin 
White’s chief transportation ad- 
visor. 

“T don’t see any particular ad- 
vantage in piling things up in 
one transportation agency,” he 
said. “from a policy point of view 
we'd be creating another 
problem.” 

“Agencies with a single mis- 
sion tend to generate their own 
policy views of the world,” he 
said. “The extreme case is the 
Port Authority.” 

“I think this idea is certainly 
not worth supporting,” he said, 
‘‘and it might be worth 
fighting.”

It’s a Big Year 
For Blond Studs

Someday, a tennis player is 
going to come along who looks 
like Bobby Riggs. Or Riggs’ trus- 
ty sidekick Rosie Casals. He’ll be 
nearsighted, flatfooted, bowlegg- 
ed, have thinning hair and an 
allergy. And acne, too. He will be 
a dedicated Christian Scientist 
and talk in glowing terms about 
Mom. He'll have an ugly serve, a 
bent-armed forehand and a 
backhand like Evert’s — Colette 
Evert’s. In his first year on the 
WCT tour he’ll get to the finals 
and beat some tall, blond and 
beautiful young stud for 50 
grand. And donate all of it to the 
Mormon Tabernacle Choir. 

But for the time being, it looks 
like tall, good-looking and 
capitalistic young studs are the 
vogue. Bjorn Borg looks like he 
should still be passing fake ID’s 
past Swedish bartenders, but it 
was he who was playing for 50 
big ones in Dallas not too long 
ago. James Scott Connors, who 
is betrothed to Colette E’s 
daughter Chris, is in the process 
of becoming a walking con- 
glomerate. The rest of the ever- 
expanding tennis universe is 
seemingly exploding with a sup- 
porting, money-making cast of 
Gerkens, Gottfrieds, van Dillens, 
Pattisons, Stocktons, Alex- 
anders and Tanners. 

It appears off the first quarter 
of the WTT’s maiden season 
that another blond bomber is 
about to enter his name in the 
Young Stud Sweepstakes. He is 
one Grover (Raz) Reid, a 22- 
year-old out of Greenville, South 
Carolina, and the University of 
Miami who is coach Ion Tiriac’s 
prize pupil and the dashing (and 
unpredictable) darling of the 
Boston Lobster fans. 

Reid, who turned pro less than 
two years ago, began the season 
having to qualify for tour- 
naments in wet and ended up a 
regular in the Blue Group when 
Czech Jan Kukal had to 
withdraw from the campaign 
midway through when he 
sustained an arm inuury. By 
then, he was negotiating with the 
Lobsters, even though he hadn’t 
been selected by a WTT team 
when the league held its Historic 
First Player Draft back in 
August in New York. 

He was ‘‘discovered’’ by 
Lobster GM John Korff on one of 
Korff’s 1483 scouting trips last 
fall. Korff and Lobster owner 
Ray Ciccolo had driven to the 
University of Virginia to watch 
Reid and Charlie Owens (New 
York Stars) play an exhibition 
match. 

“T had received a letter about 
him from a fan, just like dozens 
of letters I was getting in those 
days,’’ Korff recalls. ‘‘I 
remember what originally at- 
tracted him to me was his 
name.” 

What originally attracted Reid 
to WTT was the chance to play 
for Tiriac, who despite his 
blustery image is regarded by 
young players as being one of the 
wise and caring teachers around. 

“The big thing for me,” Reid 
says, “‘was the chance to play for 
Tiri. In fact, I might not have 
played the league at all if it 
wasn’t for him. 

“‘He’s helped me so much with 
my game in the little time I’ve 
been around him. What he’s 
helped me with most is the men- 
tal strategy, which is the most 
important.” 

Tiriac himself likens Reid’s 
total game to Ilie Nastase’s .at 
similar stages in the develop- 
ment of each, which coming from 
The Count is no small praise. 
But Tiriac will also quickly point 
out that he wishes ‘Grover 
would work like Nastase did in 
those days. If I would leave 


Nastase at the court at 2 o’clock 
and tell him to hit serves until I 
came back at 4, that dumb 
sonofabitch would be hitting 
serves when I came back. In 
those days, Nastase practiced 
like a crazy man.” 

These days, Reid might figure 
that not only is he practicing like 
a crazy man, but with a crazy 
man, since Tiriac spends most of 
each practice playing singles 
with him. Tiriac will jump all 
over him on the court, but then 
come off raving quietly about 
Reid’s quickness and shot varie- 
ty. 

“Man, he does jump all over 
me,” Reid says in his soft drawl. 
“But I figure like that’s good for 
me right now. I’ve never worked 
this hard in my life.” 

Reid began playing the game 
on a dirt court on Crescent 
Avenue in Greenville when he 
was 11 years old and liked the 
sport right away because “it was 
harder than any of the other lit- 
tle league sports I’d played up 
until then.”’ When he was 14, his 
parents put him on a bus for 
Atlanta and his first legitimate 
juniors tournament, he won a 
couple of matches and, as he | 
says, “found out this could really 
be fun.” 

Reid eventually played on an 
excellent Greenville High School 
team that won the Southern 
Interscholastics and was third in 
the nation his senior year, 1969. 
By then, Reid had begun to view 
his sport as a means to a very im- 
portant end: college. 

“T wasn’t from a poor family,” 
he says. “But there wasn’t a lot 
of extra money around. It was 
important for me to win a 
scholarship.” He did. “And I still 
think that that might be the 
most important thing tennis has 
done for me.” 

Raz and Miami roommate Ed- 
die Dibbs decided to turn pro in 
the summer of 1972, even though 
both were a semester short of 
graduation. “I can always go 
back and finish that semester,” 
Reid says, ‘‘but the oppor- 
tunities may never be better in 
tennis than they are right now.” 
So he began his tournament ap- 
prenticeship in small events held 
in Lakeland, Florida, and Spar- 
tanburg, South Carolina and 
Macon, Georgia, and Tulsa, 
Oklahoma. He got off to a fine 
start, making almost $4000 his 
first couple of months. 

“But I wasn’t even thinking 
about money then,” he says. 
“Any money I made then was an 
investment. Three thousand, six 
thousand, what’s the difference. 
I was out there to become a 
better player.” 

By the time the WCT ’74 
season was to begin, Reid had 
played Forest Hills, the Dewar 
Cup in England and in a series of 
tournaments in South Africa, in 
addition to the US Summer Cir- 
cuit before that. He hadn’t 
received an invitation from 
WCT, meaning he was in that 
nebulous tennis world known as 
the Rainbow Group, qualifying 
every week for whatever WCT 
tournament he was near. 

A typical four-week span for 
him was like the one that oc- 
curred this year at the end of 
January and into February: 1.) 
Qualify in St. Petersburg for an 
upcoming tournament there; 2.) 
Drive to Miami and qualify for a 
tournament there; 3.) Fly to New 
York and qualify for the New 
York tournament; 4.) Play in the 
New York tournament; 5.) Fly 
back to Miami and play there; 
6.) Fly to Washington, D.C. to 
qualify there; 7.) Qualify in 
Atlanta. “I used to carry a huge 
calendar in my suitcase so I'd 
know where I was going, and

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when,” he recalls, able to smile 
about the grueling odyessy now. 

It was in Atlanta that he 
received a phone call from the 
WCT office in Dallas informing 
that Kukal was unable to con- 
tinue, and that he was now a 
member of the Blue Group. In all 
in 1974, he played in ten WCT 
major events. 

“When I found out that the 
qualifying was over that day in 
Atlanta,” he says, “It was just 
the greatest feeling in the 
world.” 

With the Lobsters, he has 

played in slightly less than half 
‘of the men’s singles matches, 
sharing match time with Roger 
Taylor. He has beaten Bob 
Hewitt, Graham Stilwell and, in 
perhaps his most impressive win 
thus far, Detroit Love Phil Dent 
on Thursday night to contribute 
to a 28-27 Lobster victory. 
- Thursday night was a salient 
example of Tiriac’s assessment 
of Reid’s game: ‘Unlimited 
possibilities, but right now one 
very good game, one very bad 
game.” In the second game of the 
- set, he was ahead 3-0, proceeded 
into some poor shot selection and 
watched Dent run off the next 
four points to break him. But 
then Reid breaks right back in 
the third game, hitting two 
marvelous forehand winners, 
and a blistering backhand 
crosscourt that left Dent’s legs 
crossed. After breaking Dent in 
the ninth game to go ahead 5-4, 
Reid again played some foolish 
points and Dent broke back. 
Again Raz came back, though, 
playing a stunning game at 5-6 
to send the set into tiebreaker, 
which he won 5-3. 


“The WTT format requires 
much more concentration,” he 
says. “One loose game and you 
lose 6-3. What I try to do is put 
the last game out of my mind, 
whether I won it or lost it.” 

“Matches like tonight have to 
help your confidence,” he con- 
tinues. “It’s hard to tell if you’re 
improving unless you play 
matches. But I tell you, I’m lear- 
ning something new every day, 
and like I say, I’ve never worked 
harder at this game in my life.” 

The Reid game is a slashing 
one, with him hitting out on 
most everything he can. His 
greatest asset is his speed, enabl- 
ing him to outrun what seem like 
certain winners. His serve, under 
the tutelage of his coach, is ever- 
improving. 

Hopefully, so are his eating 
habits. One of Tiriac’s favorite 
stories concerns a Lobster match 
against Cleveland. Kerry 
Melville was playing Ndncy 
Richey Gunter, and is ahead 6-5. 

“Is 6-5, 2-1, and I am dying 
for Kerry to get these last two 
points and win the set,” Tiri 
says. “Dying, alright? Now I am 
hearing Grover talking next to 
me. ‘Shuddup, Grover,’ I say. 
Now I hear him say, ‘Waitress, 
could you get me a hot dog.’ I 
turn around and look at him and 
again I say, ‘Shuddup, Grover!’ 
He says, ‘Tiri, I can’t help it. 
When I get nervous I have to 
have something to eat.’ From 
then on, I decide that Grover is 
nuts.” 

Imagine that. He’s going to be 
a fine player, and he’s crazy, too. 

Tiriac must really have Nasty 
visions dancing through his 
head.

The Foibles of the New Look Red Sox

Some things ... 
It was nearly two months ago, 

barely a couple of weeks into the 

season, when “a writer from an 
another American League town 
offered over a beer in the press 
room the observation that one 

Carl Reginald Smith was, at 

least for the nonce, veritably 

tearing apart the National 

League. “I don’t give a shit,” I 

replied, “if Reggie hits 62 home 

runs this year. He can win the 
triple crown for all I care, but as 
far as this ball club is concerned, 

just getting rid of him makes it a 

good trade.” I also seem to recall 

that one Richard Wise proceeded 
to go out shortly thereafter and 

surrender the lion’s share of a 

six-run inning that afternoon, 

confirming, in a way, the 


mediocrity the experts — in- 
cluding my friend who covered 
the opposition — had assigned to 
the Boston Red Sox, 1974 edi- 
tion. 

So here we are, two months 
later and very nearly one third of 
the way into the season. Carl 
Reginald Smith is leading the 
National League in batting and 
in runs batted in, and he is tied 
for third in home runs. Boston 
cast-off pitchers Lynn 
McGlothen, Wilfred Siebert, 
John Duffield Curtis II, and 
Mike Garman are already within 
one game of overtaking their en- 
tire aggregate win total for 1973, 
and the St. Louis Cardinals 
currently roost exactly one game 
out of first place — behind the 
Phillies, the one team still in 


contention in the NL East who 
cannot possibly stay there. 

On the other side of the ledger, 
the Sox would, at a glance, 
appear to have gotten the short 
shrift. Alone among the St. Louis 
acquisitions, Diego, Segui has 
remained healthy, accumulated 
a smattering of saves, a 3-4 
record, and a 2.01 ERA. (These 
figures are universally mis- 
leading: Segui has lost games he 
should have saved, escaped with 
no decision in games he should 
have lost, and won games he 
might have saved; he has been, 
of necessity, overworked, and as 
for the latter statistic, earned 
run averages are without ques- 
tion the most meaningless deter- 
minant of a relief pitcher’s effec- 
tiveness ever devised.) Wise is 


about to be overtaken by Rogelio 
Moret (whom most non- 
bleacherites assume to have 
been in Pawtucket all season) in 
the innings-pitched department 
after missing something like a 
dozen turns (1. Sore shoulder; 2 
Wife slams door on finger, break- 
ing same), and Reggie Cleveland 
(6.04 ERA) has what has to 
qualify as the most unspec- 
tacular one-game-under-.500 
record this side of the pitcher on 
the team which opposes Eddie 
Fegner. Bernie Carbo, whose 
very name must bring sighs of 
relief to one Richard H. 
O’Connell whenever it is men- 
tioned, has been, of course, the 
steal in the trade, and when he is 
not suffering the effects of one 
childhood disease or another, has 


been the team’s most consistent 
run-producer. Among the other 
principals in the St. Louis 
trades, Ken Tatum has once 
again been shuffled off to a 
pitcherless team, and Terry 
Hughes® primary function 
appears to have been reduced to 
impersonating me at various 
midwestern airports. 

Add to this the other foibles 
which have beset the New Look 
Red Sox: Save Carl Michael 
Yastrzemski, the team, between 
injuries and illness, has had to 
play without the services of vir- 
tually everyone’ else on the 
squad. Juan Marichal, with 
more career shutouts than 
anyone else pitching in the major 
leagues except Bob Gibson, roll-

he and a few of his intergalac- 
tical lawyers to swing a deal with 
another WFL team — say, the 
Southern California Sun — the 
WEL people would be amenable 
to working something out.

humankind. Nowhere is that 
perverse conservatism and psy- 
chic inertia greater than in the 
food habits we acquire in 
childhood. By no means are the 
exceptions to this rule of thumb 
necessarily correlated with level 
of education or with intellectual 
commitment to social change. 
For the most part, “cause” ac- 
tivists eat as badly as the rest of 
the population. 

During the crazed era of 
McCarthyism, that great civil 
libertarian, Justic Hugo Black, 
continued to play tennis every 
day, although he was then in his 
seventies. When asked why, he 
replied that he owed it to the 
public to keep alive and to keep 
in good health, in order to join 
with Justice Douglas in 7-2 dis- 
sents from the Supreme Court’s 
acquiescence in the prevailing 
hysteria. I often think of his high 
sense of duty when I see move- 
ment activists in their twenties 
and thirties heedlessly guzzling 
the soft drinks and greasy-spoon 
pick-up foods which Adelle 
Davis long ago demonstrated 
destroy our teeth and play havoc 
with our health. 

By the same token Ms. Davis 
was also politically inconsistent. 
Though her criticisms of food 
processors were often acid, she at 
bottom accepted the for-profit 
ethos of this society. Ad in- 
finitum, in the face of endless ex- 


poses, that ethos will impel com- 
panies to grind out products they 
know to be worthless at best and 
pernicious at worst. On a radio 
show several years ago I was dis- 
mayed to hear her give 
“reassurances” that she was not 
“subversive.” 

The remark struck me as un- 
warranted, contradictory, self- 
degrading and pandering. 
Intellectually, it was unworthy of 
anyone whose scientific research 
had uncovered so much of what 
Scott and Helen Nearing call 
“deliberate poisoning”’ for profit. 
In their book “Living The Good 
Life,” the Nearings say that 
those two words “are more ap- 
plicable today than they were in 
the days of the Borgias.”” What 
more deserves to be subverted — 
openly, proudly, from the moun- 
tain top — than a structure of 
food production that sells 
poisonous additives and 
poisonous preservatives under a 
label of nutrition? To Dick 
Gregory (“Cookin’ With Mother 
Nature”), ‘“‘diet is at the root of 
all problems” — in the sense 
that diet reflects values and 
an entire manner of living. 

I guess it was this limitation in 
Adelle Davis’s perspective that 
led Charles Wellman, a pacifist- 
anarchist-decentralist friend, to 
remark several years ago that, to 
him, Herbert M. Shelton (author 
of ‘Fasting Can Save Your 
Life’) was the Lenin of the 
health food movement, while 
liberal Adelle Davis was the A.D. 
A. (Americans for Democratic 
Action). 


However one labels her, Adelle 
Davis obviously felt and cared 
deeply about people. In “Let’s 
Get Well,” she wrote: 

“It is astonishing how dif- 
ficult it is to find individuals 
with the basic attributes of 
health: excellent bone struc- 
ture, erect posture, naturally 
pink cheeks, flawless skin, 
sparkling eyes, luxuriant 
glossy hair, rhythmical 
graceful movements, and 
buoyant energy; and a perfect 
set of teeth has become 
almost as rare as a dodo.” 
This in “the best fed nation” 

with “the best system of medical 
care.” 

Thanks in part to Ms. Davis, 
who politically might be com- 
pared also to Ralph Nader, we 
have come far in diet con- 
sciousness since the 1960s. But 
we still have a long way to go. 
Despite the recent proliferation 
of health food stores in 
metropolitan centers and their 
spread even into small mid- 
America towns, I’ve read that 
they account for only four-tenths 
of one percent of the multi- 
billion dollar food industry. 

However small, that tiny 
percentage will remain a leaven- 
ing influence; witness the shelves 
of health foods in our super- 
market chains. On the other 
hand, the leaven’s real 
significance will come only when 
this country is in total crisis: 
economic, political, racial, im- 
perial, educational. For short of 
total crisis and Huxley’s “ im- 
perious need’’, we clearly have 


no intention of coming to grips 
with the thrice-daily problem of 
mass poisoning. A country with a 
13 percent rate of inflation and 
with a crippling diet is heading 
toward that crisis, with objective 
help from the Adelle Davises and 
the Ralph Naders. 

As everything crumbles 
around us, we can only hope that. 
the spiritual heirs of Ms. Davis 
— the struggling few who will 
reflect the new integrating 
system of values — will be able 
to fulfill their responsibilities to 
the many.

the concept of review — not con- 
trol — itself. ‘““The notion of rent 
review is dangerous,” says one 
tenant leader, “because unlike 
control which affects all rents, 
review depends on a tenant to 
complain before an increase is 
examined. Tenants don’t com- 
plain many times, though, for a 
lot of reasons. They may be 
afraid of retaliation, they may 
not understand the forms, they 
may just not have time. But 
review puts the burden of proof 
on the tenant, not the landlord.” 

The Ways and Means bill 
would also end city regulation 
over eviction, the often- 
overlooked second part of the 
rent control law. An eviction 
could be halted, under the bill, 
only by an often-costly court 
appeal. Last year, some 4,000 


eviction requests filed with the 
Boston Rent Control Board were 
dropped or denied without every 
coming to the already over- 
crowded Housing Court. Also to 
be considered in the coming 
debate, will be Ways and Means 
provision for “‘vacancy decon- 
trol” — an end to regulation over 
empty apartments, a controver- 
sial item in recent years in New 
York, where tenants claimed it 
undermined controls. 

“‘We expected this type of bill 
to be in the forefront of debate in 
the next session,” says a tenant 
organizer. “But we thought the 
nine-month extension had settl- 
ed things for this one. Now I’m 
worried. Rent review would be 
easy to sell. The legislature can 
say it’s not killing rent control, 
it’s only giving municipalities an 
alternative to a controversial 
system. What they won’t say, is 
that there are strong forces in 
every rent-controlled 
municipality except Brookline 
that want to kill rent control.” 

Those seeking corroboration of 
that statement need have looked 
no farther !ast week than the 
Lynn City Council which flouted 
a 1972 city referendum and voted 
seven to four to kill outright that 
city’s rent control system. As in 
72, when rent control controver- 
sy rocked the North Shore city, 
tenants and legal services 
lawyers have hurriedly begun a 
petition campaign to again put 
the issue on the ballot, and, more 
immediately, have gone to court 
to seek an injunction staying the 
Council’s action.

Theatres: You Are Where You Watch 


By Mike Baron 

Modern Man spends one sixtieth of 
his life in movie theaters. How can Man 
make the most of those precious hours? 
First of all, Man should attend only 
films he will enjoy or otherwise benefit 
from. However, should Man find himself 
in the midst of a Tricatrops such as 
Mame or The Sting, he might find his 
attention, for want of a more compelling 
object, diverted to the decor of the 
theater or the flavor of the popcorn. In 
that case, some knowledge of Boston’s 
theaters will assist the discerning movie- 
goer in choosing a suitable and dignified 
temple in which to practice communion 
with his gods. 

However, before we turn our attention 
to the local theaters, the modern movie 
buff will find the following hints helpful. 

For those who thrive on the film alone, 
without the moral support of screaming 
drunkards, it is always best to attend 
movies in the daytime. The blessings are 
manifold: the admission is usually a 
buck cheaper, the theaters are easier to 
find, and they are less crowded, affor- 
ding a greater variety of positions. 

For those who not only attend 
daytime films but prefer such types as 
are frequently frequented by kids, such 
as monster movies, spies, king-fu, blax- 
ploitation, westerns, and cartoon 
festivals, one item has proved itself in- 
dispensable over the years: a squirtgun. 
A squirtgun is the perfect movie tool 


with which to deal with (a) flying © 


Cracker Jack cartons, (b) back-seat 
thumpers, (c) incessant screamers, and 
(d) wits who shout at the screen. Ex- 
perience will prove that flying Cracker 
Jack cartons, even flying Jujubes, are no 
defense against a well-aimed water- 
pistol. A good water pistol has in- 
dividual seat accuracy for up to ten 
rows, and is guaranteed to quiet 
youngsters and discourage the launching 
of foodstuffs. Do not use a squirtgun on a 
larger person. 

The squirtgun also comes in handy 
during dry spells such as Lawrence of 
Arabia and friends being swallowed by 
Sahara, or Robert Redford acting 
serious. More adventurous movie buffs 
will bring wine sacks and home-made 
cookies. You would do well to buy your 
candy almost anywhere but in the movie 
theater. 

Now let us turn our attention to the 
theaters of Boston — let us consider 
their general ambience, their architec- 
ture, their popcorn, their location, their 
heating, their seats, their floors, their 
> restrooms, and their clientele. 

Taking these matters into considera- 
tion, it is possible for an outstanding 
theater to win FIVE (5) kernels of pop- 
corn from the Motion Picture Theatre 
Rating Board of America (or 
MOTORBOAT).

ABBEY CINEMA (**). The Abbey 
gets two for being on the T line. 
Otherwise, it is a nondescript, 
appliance-modern device for viewing 
films. Popcorn mediocre, comes with 
vegetable oil in lieu of butter, as is the 
common practice. The floor is moderate- 
ly sticky. 

ALLSTON CINEMA (***). Allston 
scores in the same area as the Abbey. It 
has one of those tunnel vision theaters 
which is much longer than it is wide, but 
the seats are comfortable, popcorn 
super, and the floor is practically dry. 

BEACON HILL (***) is one of the few 
very recent theatres to escape the movie- 
viewing appliance trap, because this 
theater is built way down low under 
ground; rather like entering a subway 
bomb shelter during the blitz. Would be 
a good place to see Journey to the Center 


of the Earth or Alice in Wonderland. 
Amusing, crude mural of Olde New 
Englande confronts visitors. Not so 
amusing standard soybean-flavored 
popcorn provides fodder. 

CHARLES CINEMA (**). It’s clean, 
it’s sterile, it’s a good place for the 
astronauts to unwind after three months 
in space. You’ve met the popcorn before. 

CHERI (**). Cheri most resembles 
the interior of a 747. 

CINEMA 57 (**). When the waiting 
line extends into the parking ramp, a 
degree of excitement enters the picture, 


especially on Saturday nights when the 
drunks come barrelling down in their 
Cadillacs. Convention City/ Have a 
Club Sandwich architecture. Some few 
posters sprinkled about the lobby for 
visual relief. 


CINEMA 733 (**). Cozier than some, 
not as inspired as others. 


GARDEN (**). The Garden is a wind 
tunnel theater with a small, high screen. 
For people who like to watch television 
in bed, this is fine. Just sit in the front 
row and you'll be lying on your back. 


GARY (***). The Gary has an in- 
teresting mural just aft of the theatre 
proper, portraying great minds of 
Western philosophy and science. It is a 
mid-fifties design, when movies and life 
were simpler. The Gary’s restrooms were 
pretty plush during Eisenhower’s hey- 
day. The popcorn was probably fresh 
then, too. When you stand up to leave, 
you risk leaving your shoes behind. The 
Gary’s workload contains a plethora of 
kung-fu thrillers which have the ability, 
as does all great drama, to drive the 
audience to occasional fistfights. 

MUSIC HALL (****). Music Hall has 
great architecture; beautiful frescoes on 
the ceiling, gilt paint on the wall, angels 
on the ceiling, and a fake fountain on the 
middle of the floor for special occasions. 
Velvet curtains — the touch of royalty. 
A visit to the restroom is like a short trip 
to a Victorian country estate. Marble 
fireplaces in the restroom foyers, rich 
walnut paneling, fifteen urinals. That’s 
class. 

PARAMOUNT (*). The Paramounit’s 
most salient feature is a theater floor 
covered with a strange substance that, if 
properly bottled and sold in hardware 
stores, would put two-tube epoxy glue 
out of business over night. Otherwise, an 
elderly dingy theater with some modest 


baroque designs. 


PARK SQUARE (****). The Park } 
Square is a great theater because they 
serve their buttered popcorn with 
butterine. They also have candy for less 
than ten dollars. They also have a couch 
in the foyer where you can sit; the per- 
sonnel is cheerful and concerned with 
the Art. The restrooms are clean. This is 
the theater most like your own home. 
However, were the Park Sq. to sell the 
same old sugar garbage at the new 
higher prices, and were the personnel 
surly and the restrooms filthy, the Park 
Sq. would still rate head and shoulders 
above all other theatres in the city 
because during the intermission, the 
only music that gets piped over the p.a. 
is real music; either jazz or Cole Porter. 

PARIS (**). Cozy, too, is the Paris, 
but also a bit austere, and lacking 
endearing features. 

PI ALLEY (**). The Pi’s like the 
Beacon Hill, but without the latter’s 
bomb shelter charm. A typical modern 
appliance for movie goers. Clean 
restrooms. 

SAVOY I & II (****). Savoy scores 
strongly in the architecture department; 
particularly the I, whose men’s room 
rivals Versailles. A single giant Savoy 
fireplace could warm the Hancock Bldg. 
if supplied with eight billion cords of 


- hardwood. The fireplaces are located in 


the Great Hall adjacent to the 
restrooms. In the theater, during inter- 
missions, you can lean back and see a lot 
of glorious gilt paint and funny little 
angels in the corners. The lobby is 
resplendent, in a dusty way. And the 
Savoy has one of the greatest little free §

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F ‘lm: Silver Threads The Gold

One need only examine the 
current roster of new films to un- 
derstand why old ones are all the 
rage these days. This week 
marks the opening of no new pic- 
tures but one new revival 
theater, the Kenmore 
Moviehouse (formerly the 
Cinema Kenmore Square). The 
Kenmore will be managed by the 
same people who run the Park 
Square, and needless to say we 
wish ‘em bonne chance. 

The Kenmore’s booking will 
be handled in much the same 
way the Park Square’s have been 
— under the influence of the 
suggestion book. The Kenmore- 
Park Square manager, J. D. 
Pollack, estimates that 80% of 
either theater’s fare has been 
suggested at one time or another 
by Park Square patrons (he also 
says that ‘‘everything gets 
suggested sooner or later’’). Ac- 
cording to that audience, the 
most-wanted director around 
town is Alfred Hitchcock (there 
are particularly requests for Rear 
Window and Vertigo, both of 
which are unavailable), with 
Preston Sturges running second. 
The most-requested individual 
films are the Marx Brothers’ 
Animal Crackers, (soan to be less 
in demand, since the problem 
about rights to it was recently 
solved), Katharine Hepburn in 
The Rainmaker, anything from 
the Topper series, and two 
Astaire-Rogers chestnuts, Follow 
the Fleet and Carefree. The most 
requested stars are Hepburn and 
the Marx Brothers, followed by 
Astaire-Rogers and (recently) 
Bette Davis and James Cagney. 
Most of the theater’s requests 
are made according to star. 

Now the popularity of 
Katharine Hepburn should come 
as no surprise to anyone right 


now; what may be surprising is 
the fact that no one much 
wanted her until she’d been 
around for a while. Justin Freed, 
who has booked and run the 
Park Square (and will now do 
the same for the Kenmore), says 
that when he booked Adam’s Rib 
and The Philadelphia Story last 
April, Hepburn was anything 
but a boxoffice bombshell. 
Audiences needed to notice her 
before they realized how fresh 
and original a figure she was, 
and how much they liked her. 
But Hepburn’s status as a 
revival-house favorite is ap- 
proaching that of Bogart right 
now: they’re great, and they 
always will be, but it’s time for 
something new. 


The question, of course, is 
what. Or whom. The Orson 
Welles’ Larry Jackson, who has 
booked a series of Brando and 
Cagney pictures for summer, 
says he’s “not diappointed that 
there aren’t a lot of cults in the 
offing. I prefer it when people 
just go see films because they’re 
good.” But the fact remains that 
cults are an interesting way of 
getting things launched. and ac- 
tor/actress cults expose 
audiences to all manner of direc- 
tors and genres under the aegis of 
one glamourous presence. 


The current revival-house 
popularity of James Cagney, 
which is considerable now and 
should be enormous by the end 
of the summer, is the sort of 
think that makes one scratch 
one’s head as to why it hasn’t 
happened sooner. Cagney’s 
gangster films have been widely 
circulated in retrospectives 
devoted to that genre, but he’s 
also made everything from 
Westerns (The Oklahoma Kid, 


Jeanne and James Cagney and Joan Leslie in Yankee Doodle Dandy 


at the Welles in late July) to 
musicals (is there anyone 
without a warm spot for Yankee 
Doodle Dandy?). And, happily, 
the most eccentric performances 
begin to surface as Cagney 
becomes more and more of a hot 
item. The Welles will be showing 


A Midsummer Night’s Dream, 
in which Cagney plays Puck, 
while the Park Square resurrects 
Blonde Crazy and such 
previously-unavailables as Lady 
Killer and Jimmy The Gent. In- 
cidentally, Blonde Crazy com- 
presses something like the plot of 


The Sting into something like 
seven minutes. 

The Park Square people also 
have big hopes for Cary Grant, 
and will be doing what Justin 
Freed calls “testing the waters” 
on Grant at the new Kenmore; 
the schedule for the last two 
weeks of June alone include 
Suspicion, Gunga Din, and the 
original Topper. But as for who 
might be next, that remains 
anybody’s guess. How much cult 
potential is there in Jimmy 
Stewart? (A lot, says Freed, but 
Stewart’s present politics would 
possibly get in the way.) What 
about Bette Davis? (A steady 
following, but it hasn’t really 
been growing.) Ingrid Bergman? 
(Almost no requests for her.) 
Jean Arthur? (About as many 


requests as for Carole Lombard 


or Irene Dunne, but those in the 
know deem it unlikely any of 
them could achieve a popularity 
like Hepburn’s). There don’t 
seem to be many actresses with 
the potential to match Hep- 
burn’s appeal, especially if you 
think (as at least one revival- 
house maven does) her charm 
stems largely from all-American 
grit, but also partly from her all- 
American androgyny.

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Cannes Awards Make As Much Sense As Usual

CANNES — As usual, for the 
next year or more, newspapers 
advertisements and posters will 
give us the idea that at least a 
hundred awards were handed 
out here. Publicists in the 
United States are indifferent 
about accuracy concerning 
which Cannes jury gave which 
award. The official jury gave 
only eight. The most honored 
film of the festival, the recipient 
of the Grand Prix International 
du Festival, is The Conversation, 
written and directed by Francis 
Ford Coppola. Because many of- 
ficially entered films in the 
festival, and all of those coming 
from Eastern Europe, looked as 
if they had been made in the 
thirties, I feared the jury and 
others might not be able to 
follow and understand Coppola’s 
film. Evidently, its avoidance of 
the voice-over device and its be- 
ing especially American in sub- 
ject matter did not hurt its 
acceptance. 

Coppola’s press conference 
was one of the best-attended and 
well-received of the festival. 
Coppola won people over with 
his frankness and idealism: “I 
wished to make a film about 
human principles beneath 
politics. If you deal with real 
principles, they will be political. 
Because of the wide distribution 
of The Godfather, and my now 
knowing more about the power of 
the film to influence, I regret I 
didn’t get more important ideas 
and feelings into the world by 
way of that film.” Coppola pick- 
ed up his prize wearing the same 
green velvet suit he’d worn to 
accept his Oscar. 

It’s hard to imagine how a film 
might have been received less

favorably than the winner of the 
Grand Prix Special du Jury. 
This second award went to Pier 
Paolo Pasolini’s A Thousand and 
One Nights. The audience seem- 
ed unanimous in its astonish- 
ment that this film should have 
been honored. Such an award 
adds to the grumbling at 
Cannes. Fellini’s Amarcord, 
which opened the festival, was 


not in competition. Italy, 
France, and the United States 
had the largest numbers of films 
in competition, so most persons 
agreed that the award went to 
Pasolini because his picture was 
less poor than the other Italian 
entries. After sitting through the 
three-hour long Pasolini opus, I 
felt that Pasolini could be happi- 
er working out’ his repressions 


by making hard-core pictures. 
Instead, A Thousand and One 
Nights is an epic that looks as if 
it might have been made by a 
church-pageant committee, then 
was rendered marketable by a 
distributor’s insertion of soft- 
core scenes every ten minutes. 
Happily, Pasolini said he plans 
to cut the picture. (This will not 
save it, however.) 


The jury did not give a prize, 
but paid hommage, to Charles 
Boyer for his performance in 
Alain Resnais’ film Stavisky. 

Actresses rumored likely to 
receive the Prix d’Interpretation 
Feminine were Goldie Hawn (in 
Sugarland Express), Shelley 
Duvall (in Thieves Like Us), and 
Stefani Sandrelli (in A Real

Crime of Love). The audience at 
the award-granting ceremony 
was elated with the choice of 
Marie-Josie as best actress for 
her role in Les Violons du Bal. 
This award was the only one 
received by a French entry. The 
film, directed by Michel Drach, 
the husband of Mile. Nat, is 
about a filmmaker who tried for 
twenty years to get financing to 
make a film about his childhood. 
Mlle. Nat plays Drach’s mother, 
and the couple’s son, David 
Drach, plays the father when he 
was a child. The appearance of 
this family before and after the 
screening of the film could not 
have been topped in adoration 
by the appearance of Mary, 
Joseph, and Jesus. 

Even before The Last Detail 
was shown, Jack Nicholson was 
the talk of the festival as the 
main contender for the best actor 
award — in fact, I heard no talk 
about any other contenders. 
Nicholson was present for the

whole of the festival, available 
for talk with anyone who 
appeared nightly at the bar of 
Hotel Majestic, and he made the 
reputation of being a very nice 
guy. He received the Prix 
d’Interpretation Masculin. 

The Prix du Jury was given to 
Carlos Saura. This award was 
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given in recognition of his total 
work and especially for his film 
at this year’s festival, which was 
thought by many to be his best 
— Cousin Angelica. Saura has 
little competition today in being 
the finest director of Spain. He 
may be best known to Americans 
still as the father of Geraldine 
Chaplin’s sons. Cousin Angelica, 
about a man of today who relives 
his past, would be an art-house 
offering in U.S.A. if we had art 
houses. 


The U.S.S.R.’s_ feature-film 
entry, Hopelessly Lost, is 
another movie of Huckleberry 
Finn. We hear there are good 
films being made in the Soviet 
Union. The question is why the 
government makes only slow, 
dull, childish films available for 
festivals. Both last and this year 
the Soviet film, press conference, 
and cocktail party have been 
gauche affairs. Consequently, 
the decision to give the U.S.S.R. 
the Grand Prix International du 
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Festival for its short film, The 
Island, was a popular winner. V. 
Zuikov and E. Nazarov made 
this allegory about man’s 
needing to be saved from pollu- 
tion, traffic, and private enter- 
prise. Peter Foldes’ The Hunger 
received the Prix du dury, which 
was the second award given to a 
short film. The central figure, a 
man with an enormous appetite, 
is created by way of hundreds of 
numbered lines, which are 
animated by a computer. 


Estimates have been made 
that four to five hundred films 
were shown during the two weeks 
of the festival. One is justified in 
grumbling over getting no more 
than a taste of this film banquet, 
no matter how many films he 
can take per day. To see the 
most unusual, original, and 
entertaining films, a spectator 
has to hold onto some time for 
the Directors’ Fortnight. These 
films, which are the first or sec- 
ond films by their directors, an- 
ticipate the official entries of 


- 1990 or 2000. The future of 


Cannes lies in these films, and 
the talk about them that goes on 
at the Carlton Hotel bar all 
night. The most stunning film of 
the section was Dusan Makave- 
jev’s Sweet Movie. Vincent Can- 
by joined the critics who felt that 
the maker of WR: The Mysteries 
of the Orgasm has gone too far in 
this new film. ‘he film was 
shown uncut, but it is doomed to 
be edited when commercially 


released. The film’s lead, Carole 
Laure, is busy suing the director, 
and even a few of Makavejev’s 
friends feel he has gone “too far” 
in showing two children receiv- 
ing their sexual initiation by 

Twenty-seven countries had 
films in the Directors’ Fortnight. 
Mean Streets by MartinScorsese, 
U.S.A., was praised lavishly. 

Another opportunity is provid- 
ed at the festival annually to see 
the work of young directors by 
way of the International Critics’ 
Week. The American films were 
Peter Davis’ Hearts and Minds, 
about the United States’ in- 
volvement with Vietnam, and 
Jerry Bruck, Jr.’s 1.F. Stone’s 
Weekly. Izzy Stone brought off a 
triumphant press conference, 
mingled with viewers, and was 
accepted like a folk hero. 

My favorite film among all the 
official feature-film entries — 
and my being a juror obligated 
me to see them all, which I did — 


is by Rainer Werner Fassbinder. 
Its name will not be easy to cope 
with in the United States. 
Perhaps it should be changed. 
(At present, the English title is 
Fear Eats out the Soul.) The 
German title Angst Essen Seel 
Auf conveys more clearly the suf- 
fering which the film reveals. A 
synopsis of the story may turn 
U.S. distributors — and the 
public — away from the film: A 
lonely widow in her sixties, who 
works as a charwoman, drops in 
to a cafe for a Coke. Because he 
is dared, a handsome worker 
from Morocco asks her to dance. 
He, much to the astonishment of 
his friends walks her home. They 
fall in love and marry.

Fassbinder said, at his press con- 
ference, that he hopes such a 
“strange” love story might even- 
tually not be viewed as strange. 

A big grumble of many at the 
festival was about the large 
number of films from the States. 
Maurce Bessy, director, and

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Music: Cents But Priceless

Chris Connor has known good 
times and bad times. Not quite 
twenty years ago you had to 
stand in a line that circled the 
block if you wanted to hear her. 
The sixties, though, were not 
good for white girl singers who 
weren't into rock or who didn’t 
have soft-focus hair, daffodil 
voices and wispy brains; Chris 
Connor sang one Sunday after- 
noon set at Boston’s Jazz 
Workshop to an audience of two. 
But for the last two weeks Chris 
Connor was back in town, sing- 
ing for good-sized, responsive 
crowds at the Merry-Go-Round 
Bar at the Copley-Plaza. Each 
set showed that her voice and 
style are intact and “relevant”’; 
each displayed her characteristic 
strengths and shortcomings; 
each demonstrated why she at- 
tracted fans and lost them, why 
she has prestigious admirers like 
Gunther Schuller and Richard 
Rodney Berinett (whose ap- 
preciations didn’t make it into 
Leonard Feather’s jazz en- 
cyclopedia) and detractors like 
John S. Wilson and Martin 


Williams (whose dismissive 
remarks did). 

Nobody makes greater 
demands on her hearers than 
Chris Connor. She insists on 
singing awful songs she can’t do 
anything with; sometimes it can 
appear that the chief 
characteristic of her style is sing- 
ing flat; her improvisational in- 
spiration is erratic — she does 
not in fact sing anything the 
same way twice, and not every 
solution is a convincing one. She 
is not an actressy singer and to 
get the point you have to listen 
to her — about the only time her 
own personality came across was 
her reaction on opening night 
when a cymbal thought it was a 
frisbee. When she is on form 
Chris Connor makes demands 
too: her best work is intense and 
original, not a good background 
for drinks and conversation. 

Part of the controversy about 
Connor arises because there is no 
satisfactory definition of what 
jazz singing is. In fact, two of the 
qualities that critics insist upon 
are almost mutually exclusive — 
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each singer makes her own 
resolution, and Chris Connor’s is 
not like any of the others. The 
voice, they tell us, is supposed to 
be an improvising instrument, 
part of the jazz ensemble; at the 
same time it is supposed to com- 
municate honest and intense 
emotion through word and tone. 
The reward a singer gets for ac- 
quiring some of the technical 
fluency we take for granted in a 
jazz instrumentalist — some of 
the range, clarity and equaliza- 
tion of tone, flexibility — is to be 
told she is a superficial, if plea- 
sant, pop-singer. Honest intense 
emotion can apparently be con- 
veyed only by the kind of ravag- 
ed voice admired by critics of the 
agony school. 


Chris Connor’s way doesn’t 
owe very much either to the 
great black jazz singers or to the 
white ones she is constantly com- 
pared to, Anita O’Day and June 
Christy, her predecessors in front 
of the Kenton band — though 
you can hear that she certainly 
knows their work. She operates 
chiefly as an instrumental 
singer, concerned more with the 
sound of her voice than with 
words. (She has, however, work- 
ed her way clear of those horrid 
distorted vowels that were a 
mannerism of her earlier style; 
now she enunciates simply and 
naturally.) The chesty sound 
spans the two octaves that sur- 
round middle C, and the 
caramel-colored lower two-thirds 
are capable of the smoothness, 
dynamic range and blare that 
characterize good alto-sax work, 
and even of some of the ductility 
too. The upper notes are yelly, 
the result of desperation and ef- 
fort; while they can com- 
municate the extremes of exulta- 
tion and pain, they can’t do 
much with the extensive area 
between them. 


And Chris Connor’is mistress 
of most of the familiar forms of 
jazz vocal ornamentation — the 
slant attack and slow settling 
into pitch, the ricochet of notes 
at a cadence, like marbles down 
a washboard, the aspirated 
repeated tones, the wailing 
scoopy scale, that slow flap 
between adjacent tones that 
sounds like some kind of haywire 
trill. She uses these devices tact- 
fully and with interpretive point. 
Richard Rodney Bennett talks 
about the way Billie Holiday’s 
improvisational inflections 
“touched instinctively on other 
notes which were essential parts 
of the harmonic structure of the

song” and Connor does this too; 
more exciting is the way she will 
touch on some notes which, 
daringly, are not part of the har- 
monic structure of the song, like 
on the word “blinding” in the 
phrase about the blinding rain in 
Arthur Schwartz’s ‘Alone 
Together.” 

But this is not the greatest 
strength of Connor’s work — it 
lacks the rangy baroquerie of the 
best of Sarah Vaughan or Cleo 
Laine, or the wit of O’Day, who 
can weave around “Tea for Two” 
until she is singing the friska 
from the Liszt 2nd Hungarian 
Rhapsody. And in any event jazz 
ornamentation, which usually 
doesn’t involve displacing a note 
by more than a third, doesn’t 
seem a very extending or exciting 
topic to me in a week when 
Beverly Sills was across town 
vaulting over the octaves and 
sewing sequins onto Rossini. 

The real greatness and 
originality of Chris Connor lies in 
the extraordinary tension and in- 
tensity of her work, a tension 
that springs directly from her 
manipulations of rhythm. Her 
breath control — developed dur- 
ing that year she was vying with 
those glassy Kenton brass? — is 
her greatest technical asset, for 
she can extend and carry over 
phrases that other singers have 
to break up. She doubles or 
halves the tempo at dramatic 
‘moments, subdivides the beat in 
original ways, lags behind and

urgently pulls ahead, punches ~ 
out individual notes (Carole 
King’s “I Feel The Earth Move’’) 
and links them into phrases 
without seams (Ellington’s 
“Lush Life’); most strikingly 
she can hold onto a note or a 
phrase, filling it with tone for its 
whole rhythmic life, creating an 
exciting conflict with the non- 
sustaining tone of the piano, the 
plucked bass and the drums in 
her trio. The effect of all these 
manipulations is visceral, for our 
sense of rhythm is inevitably 
connected with out heartbeat 
and our breath; it is also un- 
avoidably erotic. 

Most of these devices and 
effects turn up in what was her 
greatest achievement last week, 
her performance of that old 
Rodgers-and-Hart standard, 
“Ten Cents a Dance.” Her im- 
passive face, tough, vulnerable, 
good-humored, battered, is a 
remarkable vehicle for this song. . 
She speaks the introduction over 
the piano’s accompaniment, and 
sings the first verse slowly, glory- 
ing in the tone of her stretched 
notes, emphasizing words like 
“tear” in “Tough guys who tear 
my gown”’ simply by refusing to 
emphasize them, giving the 
“saxophone” an _ instrumental 
character by ornamenting the 
word, stressing the queerness of 
this romance by an odd turn and 
color on the word “queer.” The 
second stanza is faster, punchier, 
the words slammed out without 
legato, and in the refrain “Come 
on, big boy, ten cents a dance” 
she throws her voice into that 
upper area, for once uniting the 
exultation and pain in a single 
characterization. 

The song is not great art — 
Alec Wilder’s American Popular 
Song calls the piece “simply 
another competent pop tune.” 
And I feel awkward making the 
cliche claim that Chris Connor 
has redeemed it through her per- 
sonal intensity — though the 
effect is in fact much stronger, 
much tougher, and truer than 
the one made by the glidy, affec- 
ting, sob-in-the-voice record by 
Ruth Etting (for whom the song 
was written). But Chris Connor 
is an artist, one who works with 
popular materials, and art is 
always altering. Margo Chan- 
ning ironically says “I adore 
cheap sentiment,” but there is 
no irony in the commitment 
Chris Connor gives to the cheap 
sentiment that is the language of 
the world she works within and 
transcends. The tension and in- 
tensity and honesty of that com- 
mitment, that lack of irony, that 
musical art, undoes all of our 
education away from cheap sen- 
timent, reminding us that it is, 
after all, a reduction of 
something that is real. 
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McCoy Tyner: Emerging From Enlightenment

There are always a large 
number of highly individual 
musicians around — original, 
easily identifiable and common- 
ly copied voices — but it is the 
rare individual who becomes a 
focal point of the music’s 
development, an explorer whose 
discoveries have implications 
beyond the technical challenges 
of his given ax. McCoy Tyner has 
been both an individual and an 
influence for over a decade, but 
only in the past two years has he 
emerged from the shadow of 
John Coltrane’s achievements to 
extend the musical sensibilities 
he developed as a member of 
Coltrane’s classic quartet. The 
overflow crowds (always con- 
taining several local musicians) 
which heard the Tyner quintet 
two weeks back at the Jazz 
Workshop gave extra-musical 
proof of Tyner’s contemporary 
importance. 

As much of jazz moved to 
amplifiers, vocals and a general 
rock oriéntation in the late six- 
ties and early seventies, Tyner 
persevered, with little economic 
reward, in the sax-and- 
acoustic - rhythm - section 
manner of the Coltrane quartet. 
It’s become tiresome by now to 
applaud Tyner’s integrity, which 


would count for little if his band - 


never got beyond rehashing ‘“My 
Favorite Things;” the combina- 
tion of this integrity plus the 
capacity for growth, revealed 
over the past two years in a 
brilliant series of Milestone 
recordings, has elevated Tyner to 
his special stature. McCoy has 
accomplished the seemingly im- 
possible, reviving a highly 
developed group approach (that 
of the Coltrane, Tyner, Garrison, 
Elvin Jones band) that most 
others had abandoned. Elvin’s 
bands may still play the style, 
but they haven’t taken it 
anywhere new. Tyner is the man 
who carried the music closer to 
its African origins, arriving in 
the process at a brilliant fusion 
of Coltrane’s modality and the 
freer shockwaves that followed. 

Tyner as sideman was adept at

trip-hammer melodic lines (the 
mark of Coltrane’s influence), 
yet the dissonance and jarring 
weight of his left hand and block 
chords made him the perfect foil 
for the leader’s tenor and 
soprano. Present-day Tyner still 
retains the linearity, but it has 
become de-emphasized as the 
chordal work gains importance. 
Both hands now wrench dark, 
thick clusters from the piano 
keyboard; overtones rise and 
hang in the air. It’s the kind of 
instrumental attack that can 
turn into monotonous pummel- 
ing in the hands of a Lonnie 
Liston Smith, but McCoy main- 
tains interest with a keen sense 
of dynamics and variation, re- 
turning to single lines of 
Tatumesque rapidity when the 
music threatens to get too thick. 
His two hands also possess a 
remarkable rhythmic in- 
dependence, suggesting a master 
African percussionist. The sum 
of these parts is a total piano ap- 
proach, one that has evolved 


naturally and consistently over 
the past dozen-plus years, and 
one that was extensively 
featured at the Workshop 
(especially during the fantasy 
that McCoy created on the old 
standard “My One and Only 
Love”). 

Blue Note recently let loose 
one of the Tyner sessions it has 
been hoarding for the past few 
years. Recorded in late 1970, 
Asante (BN-LA223-G) lacks the 
power, especially in the piano 
solos, that surfaced on Sahara 
over a year later, but it finds 
McCoy looking east in order to 
revitalize his conception. 
Mtume’s congas enrich the 
sound of the tight rhythm sec- 
tion (Buster Williams and Billy 
Hart, who would soon be working 
together for Herbie Hancock and 
are presently reunited in the 
Tyner quintet), and on “Malika” 
and the title piece Songai San- 
dra Smith adds wordless vocals 
that merit the overworked adjec- 
tive “haunting.” The lone horn 
is Andrew White, a Washington, 
D.C. musician who has recorded 
on electric bass and English horn 
with Weather Report but con- 
fines his work here to alto sax. 
I’m sure White would 
acknowledge the influence of 
John Coltrane as rapidly as most 
young saxophonists (it was 
White, in fact, who recently 
arranged several Coltrane solos 
for the New York Jazz Repertory 
Company); yet his impassioned 
alto playing is quite distinctive, 
reflecting more individuality 
than the work of most of the sax- 
ophonists who have passed 
through the Tyner band. 

Azar Lawrence, the current 
Tyner saxophonist, doubles 
tenor and soprano. That he 
sounds like Coltrane — an in- 
tense, middle-period Coltrane — 
is no surprise, but at times the 
similarity is too close for com- 
fort. Lawrence can capture a 
listener’s attention, even while 
using many now-familiar ideas; 
what he can’t do at present is 
move the music forward in the 
manner of his boss. He’s still 


young, of course, and deserves 
credit for staying afloat in a most 
powerful undertow; Tyner is so 
strong, in fact, that every time 
he entered to comp he had Billy 
Hart’s drums reacting to his 
comping rather than the sax 
solo. 

The more familiar I get ‘with 
Tyner’s most recent album, 
Englightenment (Milestone M- 
55001), the more I’m convinced 
that it is a masterpiece. (And we 
will all have the chance to see 
part of the album, plus Gene 
Ammons, Dexter Gordon, 
Hampton Hawes and the Gary 
Bartz Ntu Troop on the 
Milestone/Prestige Montreux 
Jazz Festival ’73 program being 
aired by Channel 2 this Wednes- 
day at 10 and again on Sunday 
the 16th at 4.) Masterpieces are 
hard acts to follow, and McCoy 
lost his most important sideman, 
drummer Alphonze Mouzon, so I 
was not surprised to find the 
Tyner band slightly disappoin- 
ting at the Workshop. Billy Hart 
is a more flowing drummer than 
Mouzon, fond of using more cir- 
cular rhythmic patterns. His 
style was well suited to Herbie 
Hancock, but I prefer McCoy 
with someone more intense and 


asymmetrical. Buster Williams 
was the bass player on the night 
of review (later in the week 
Calvin Hill supposedly 
appeared) and he sounded as 
good as ever, although he didn’t 
get much room to play. The fifth 
man was percussionist 
Guilherme Franco, a recent 
Brazilian arrival who has already 
appeared on records by Carlos 
Garnett and Keith Jarrett. He 
was very effective on berimbau 
in a duet with Tyner, but 
otherwise seemed more concern- 
ed with making his presence felt 
than in blending into the 
musical situation. 

Whether McCoy Tyner’s 
music will continue to grow 
beyond Enlightenment remains 
to be seen; his piano playing and 
his willingness to add percussive 
colors reveal that he is far from 
complacent. The _ historical 
enlightenment, according to my 
copy of Webster’s, was concern- 
ed with questioning tradition, 
emphasizing progress and in- 
dividualism. Even with the in- 
consistencies of the current 
band, the definition applies to 
Tyner more accurately than just 
about any other contemporary 
musician.

This album is foreshadowed in 
two of the tunes on his last, ““Too 
Much Time” and “Her Eyes are 
a Blue Million Miles.” This pair 
of r&b love songs was a pleasant 
novelty in the matrix of Clear 
Spot, though it caused the 
gauche utterance of the word 
“commercial’’ in connection 
with the good Captain. These 
tunes were a good change of pace 
and made the listener enjoy “Big 
Eyed Beans from Venus” and 
“Sun Zoom Spark” all the more. 

No change of pace here, mere- 
ly an unpleasant taste of vacilla- 
tion. Two tracks even have 
“love’’ in the title, and the 
epigraph on his picture (he now 
looks like a swarthier Dan Hicks) 
reads “Love Over Gold.” I like 
love as much as the next person, 
but it ain’t Beefheart’s style, at 
least not as an exclusive source 
of inspiration. He uses only one 
of his thousand voices 
throughout, the husky one which 
works as well in gloopy slow tem- 
pos as in r&b vamps. When he 
makes an effort at being the old 
expansive Beefheart, as in 
‘Upon the My-O-My,’’ he 
succeeds only in clouding the 
issue. 

He’s after a fuller instrumen- 
tation now, which is part.and 
parcel of his undoing. In addition 
to Zoot Horn Rollo’s guitar, 
Rockette Morton’s bass, his own 
harp and Art (the former Ed 
Marimba) Tripp’s drums, he 
now has rhythm guitars and 
keyboards, for that cluttered 
New Orleans “fonky” sound. In 
place of his own anguished horn 
playing, he now has a real sax- 
ophonist, Del Simmons, who can 
play anything except what a 
Beefheart song calls for. On the 
concert stage Beefheart claimed 


Simmons “sucked a cosmic par- 
ticle into the bell of his horn and 
illuminated his brain.”’ I’d 
thought he merely sucked. 

The following is an explana- 
tion I've evolved since about the 
time of Spotlight Kid, when 
Beefheart began to be un- 
satisfying to me. Don Van Vliet 
was born at some point in the 
future, and like Merlin of The 
Once and Future King has lived 
backwards since then with 
respect to normal time. In the 
development of a normal artist, 
the material on this album 
would come first, then the slight- 
ly more daring Clear Spot, and 
so on. Trout Mask Replica 
represented that magic point at 
which Beefheart a.k.a. Vliet and 
the Magic Band were each ad- 
vanced enough along their 
respective time tracks to under- 
stand each other. It’s all been 
downhill from there, and now my 
head is my only house unless it 
rains....

Badger: WHITE LADY (Epic

sion, Jackie Lomax and his new 
band Badger are a portrait of 
rockers in the process of relaxing. 
Like Hawkins and Beckett at 
Muscle Shoals, Toussaint now 
runs a Gulf Coast clinic; another 
way of saying that the rhythm 
and blues revival in rock is final- 
ly seeking some advice. It’s less 
the funky beat itself, the good 
doctors seem to say, than the 
relaxed head behind any groove 
at its best. 

You might be inclined to com- 
pare Lomax’s singing with Dean 
Martin’s; though even if you did, 
you’d at least be admitting he’s 
mellowed out. Lomax, though, 
always relied.on.traditional, 
even slush, modes of singing, 
usually, against a heavier band 
than he fronts here; but the com- 
bination has been, to me, an in- 
dication of honesty. It’s easier to 
rip off the Otis Redding you 
heard at sixteen than to work out 
the foxtrot style that really 
defined your musical sense as a 
white child, condemn it though 
you must. 

What’s cooled out most 
remarkably here is the sound 
behind Lomax’s singing. The 


band gets a trifle messy on ex- 
plicitly funky tunes like “The 
Hole Thing,” but it handles 
everything else — the light 
swingers as well as the album’s 
many ballads — with admirable 
poise and restraint. Roy Dyke’s 
still far from your main soul 
drummer, though he’s finding 
his way down what used to seem 
the disreputable path toward 
simplicity. Toussaint’s own 
organ and piano set examples for 
bassist Kim Gardner and 
guitarist Paul Pilnick, while his 
horns pop and slide mildly 
enough not to interfere with the 
textures slowly breeding in the 
band itself. 


Archie Shepp: KWANZA (Im- 
pulse AS-9262)

The tenor saxophonists who 
followed (chronologically) John 
Coltrane, and in a sense inspired 
him to keep pushing at the limits 
of his music in his last two years, 
almost to a man lost much of 
their radical will upon his death. 
The violent, spontaneous forms 
of Ayler, Shepp, Sanders and 
company began to congeal 
around 1968 as their visions 
turned around and began seek- 
ing roots. 

Archie Shepp, who has always 


struek this-listener-as»the most: 
original and satisfying of the 


post-’Trane tenors after Ayler, 
had always been root-conscious. 
Kwanza, a collection of unreleas- 
ed material from 1968-9, finds 
Shepp putting more emphasis on 
his background and forming a 
merger of rhythm ’n blues and 
free form. Much of the material 
is from the dates that made u 

the earlier For Losers, and bot. 

albums share similar incon- 
sistencies. The funky route is 
attempted twice here: “Back 


Back” goes nowhere, thanks to 
the ‘stale repetitions of Pretty 
Purdie and the rest of the 
rhythm section, while the longer 
“Slow Drag” builds up some 
steam behind the solos of Shepp 
and Woody Shaw and the cross- 
rhythms of Wilbur Ware’s bass, 
until Joe Chambers loses the 
drum pattern at the end and 
throws the final ensemble into 
chaos. A homage to street slang, 
““Spoo Pee-Doo,”’ is notable for a 
rather legit reading of the lyrics 
by a pre-Karmic Leon Thomas. 
The best work appears on two 
long pieces, Grachan Moncur’s 
“New Africa” and Cal Massey’s 
‘‘Bakai’’ (the latter from a 
Prestige Coltrane album, 
another familiar form of Shepp 
homage). Moncur, Jimmy 
Owens, Walter Booker and 
Shepp’s long-time drummer 
Beaver Harris all play well, and 


. Shepp is all over these pieces, 


strong and anguished as in his 
early Impulse recordings. 
Carlos Garnett is the current 
generation of tenor, more willing 
to draw on middle-period 
’Trane, and Black Love is an in- 
dex of where the music has 
traveled by early 1974: four per- 
cussionists where Shepp only 


needed one, permanently elec- . 


tric rhythm section, more atten- 
tion to vocalists and rhythm and 
a subordination of the horns. 
Garnett is playing tenor only on 
the title piece, splitting the rest 
of his time between soprano and 
alto. His debut record has 
energy, variety, and some good 
singing from Dee Dee 
Bridgewater and Ayodelo 
Jenkins — in time the music and 
Carlos’ playing should gain in 
orginality. 

As it is, I find more interest in 
Garnett’s work than in the new 
Impulse albums by Pharoah 
Sanders (Elevation, AS-9261) 
and Gato Barbieri (Chapter 
Two: Hasta Siempre, AS-9263). 
Working over very limited 
musical territory, these two.score 
more consistently, with the 


public ‘thai the likes of Shepp 


(who, by the way, no longer has 


-an Impulse contract), and one 


can always count on Pharoah 
and Gato for meaty percussion, 
simple singable melodies and a 
momentary energy flare-up. It’s 
all narrow and predictable, 
however. Elevation and Chapter 
Two each confirm my feeling 
that if you’ve heard one album 
all the way through by either 
Sanders or Barbieri you feel like 
you've heard them all — twice!

It’s becoming hard for me, 
though I grew up worshipping 
him, to take James Brown 
seriously anymore. If you 
thought his self-proclaimed 
“Godfather of Soul” tag was 
ludicrous, you probably haven’t 
heard his new title, Minister of 
New New Super Heavy Funk. 
It’s all in fun anyway, and 
besides, he’s still knocking out 
hits as fast as they can be press- 
ed up, honing his razor-sharp 
lathe so that there are smaller 
and smaller distinctions between 
songs. 

The JB’s are the body of that 
lathe, probably the finest 
rhythm machine in soul music. 
While the band is headed by first 
class trombonist Fred Wesley, 
James still directs everything. 
Last time around we got “Doing 
It To Death” (a perfect record) 
and “You Can Have Watergate 
Gimme Some Bucks and I'll Be 
Straight,”’ but this time Brown 
has missed almost completely. 
Despite the fact that each song is 
introduced by WWRL DJ Gary 
Byrd as a ‘‘Revolution 
Sureshot,” the picks don’t click 
too often. Brown has a habit of 
incorporating gimmicks into his 
music, the most recent being the 
misuse of synthesizers (it runs 
rampant through ‘‘Damn 
Right’’). Excess doesn’t exist in 
the JB dictionary: who else but 
Brown would have the nerve to 
run a seven and a half minute 
dialogue thanking most of the 
major r&b stations and DJ’s in 
the country for playing his 
records. Like I said, it’s all in 
fun. 


As for Maceo, well Maceo 
Parker was James’ leading horn 
player through the ‘sixties, only 
to quit JB a few years ago (tak- 
ing most of the band with him) 
to:try it on his own. He’s since~ 
%$ltink back with his tail between 
his legs, and JB has awarded 
him with some sessions of his 
own. Maceo’s album is much 
better than the JB’s and in- 
cludes the ubiquitous “Parrty” 
record of last summer. James 
Brown once said that the reason 
he liked Maceo so much was 
because the man never let him 
down on stage when he called on 
him. If you listen to Maceo’s solo 
here on “Soul Power ’74,”’ you'll 
know just what James meant.

British socialist playwright 
Wesker wrote a very sim- 
ple play in 1965 called ““The Four 
Seasons.” Never a big, big, 
splash here or in London, the 
two-character play, which con- 
cerns itself solely with the 
development and consequent 
destruction of love between one 
man and one woman, began with 
a seemingly inexplicable, 
lengthy dedication to the 
revolutionaries in Cuba — “not 
because you would ever win if 
the big fight came / but because 
you are not afraid that you might 
lose.” 

Despite its having not much to 
do with anything, all this comes 
to mind while baking of a spring 
morning in a woodsy Lexington 
backyard and chatting with 
Caravan Theater co-director 
Bobbi Ausubel. Since the long- 
running, money-making ‘How 
To Make a Woman,’’ the 
Caravan’s work has been very 
personal, narrowly focused on 
the intricacy of male-female 
relationships. But like Wesker 
said in the sixties, much to the 
critics’ confusion, it’s all 
political. If two individuals can’t 
live together peaceably, what 
real hope is there in escalating 
the proposition? 

One of the area’s few female 
theater directors, Bobbi Ausubel 
sees her work — including the 
current “Focus On Me” — as es- 
sentially political. 

Ausubel both wrote and 
directed this play which con- 
tinues just one more week-end 
before Caravan closes down for 
the summer. (June being the 
slack month for openings that it 
always is, a kind of hiatus 
between regular and summer 
fare, the hard-up reviewer must 


invert the usual procedure and 
tell instead about what’s 
closing.) She wrote the play on a 
grant from the Radcliffe 
Institute after trying un- 
successfully to convince them to 
give her a grant to create an 
original work with the company 
— the usual Caravan process. 
The Institute was having none of 
that modern stuff, it seems, and 
it was “sit in the office and type 
that script up in the old- 
fashioned way or no grant, 
baby.” All the same, the work 
has changed considerably in 
rehearsal and even more since it 
opened. Untike so many direc- 
tors, Ausubel pays attention to 
feedback. 

According to the author/direc- 
tor, “Focus On Me”’ is both per- 
sonal and political. She wrote 

~the play drawing primarily on 
her own experiences — with her 
mother, her children, other 
women, lovers. “‘But politics is 
more than being topical. It is go- 
ing to the deeper things behind, 
understanding the nature of op- 
pression. Long before the 
women’s issue became a political 
movement, Megan Terry saw 
‘How To Make a Woman’ and 
said it was the best political play 
she had ever seen. I think that 
work on the male/female issue is 
political, that the personal 
growth movements are political 
issues, just like having better 
schools is a political issue. 

““Forcus On Me’ isn’t just 
about me. The character is a 
woman film-maker, and the play 
is about her coming to terms 
with herself as a women, accep- 
ting her femininity without con- 
sidering it weakness. It is about a 
woman, who has been hardened, 
making peace with her childhood 


fantasies about herself. This is 
one of the things the women’s 
movement has accomplished in 
me. I was always more able to 
come to grips with being a 
theater director than with being 
a mother. Somehow that seemed 
too ordinary to be worthwhile.” 

Joann Green of the Cambridge 
Ensemble seems, at first en- 
counter, a very different kind of 
person, a very different kind of 
director. Bobbi Ausubel is slop- 
py and fragile looking and 
terribly earnest — the kind of 
person that you just know makes 
her own yogurt. Joann, on the 
other hand, has always struck 
this observer as very ‘‘no- 
nonsense,” the kind of woman 
you might find wandering the 
halls of the Harvard Business 
School — right down to the 
Gloria Steinem glasses, minus 
the frivolous tint. 

Joann directs at the Cam- 
bridge Ensemble not because she 
wants to play autocrat and run 
things, she says, but because her 
acting is so terrible that it was 
necessary to find something else 
to keep her busy. And she feels so 
strongly about the collective 
process, about creating a play 
together without Indians and 
Chiefs, that the Cambridge 
Ensemble has so far steered clear 
of scripted dramas, with their 
usual “leads,” “bit parts” and 
theatrical hierarchy. 

Instead, the group has spent 
the first year of its existence 
crafting their own works, using 
other literary mediums as 
springboards. Two long poems 
by Peter Handke and now a 
short story by Julio Cortazar 
called “The Southern Route” 
have become theater pieces at 
the Ensemble. Ms. Green ex-

plains that starting with an idea, 
even with language but without 
a preconceived stage structure 
“frees” the company. “IT can’t 
even try to ‘see’ a play in my 
mind before we do it. I just try to 
create a framework for the ac- 


tors, and from there it happens. I- 


don’t do anything to make the 
works theatrical; I just look for 
what is real in every moment, 
every beat.” 

As for the unusual choice of 
materials, Green admits to a 
stubborn streak. “If someone 
tells me something can’t be stag- 


ed, ever since the professors at 
Wellesley used to try it, I just 
say, ‘Well, Ill show you.” 
“The Southern Route” — 
which also closes June 15 for the 
summer — would seem such a 
challenge. A longtime favorite of 
Cambridge Ensemble manager 
Barbara Bregstein (who carries 
the book around with her), the 
story is about a giant traffic jam 
and about the kind of socialist 
utopia, albeit temporary, that 
the crisis creates among the 
waylaid drivers. The Cortazar 
piece features a slew of 
characters, and a lot more 
happens than could possibly be 
put on stage without mass chaos 
and the cast of “Ben Hur.” 
Instead of “turning the story into 
a play,” what Green and Bregs- 
tein did was to try to capture the 
essence and create a play from 
that. The breakthrough point for 
Joann was setting upon a 
framework in which to portray 
the traffic jam — just seven 
players in a line, each posed by a 
mounted hubcap — and from 
there the actors were able to take 
it forward. 

Like the Caravan group, the 


' trustees of the Cambridge 


Ensemble believe themselves to 
be essentially political. When 
they are doing feminist plays 
and when they aren’t, a strong 
anti-sexist policy dominates 
both groups. 

The Caravan and the Cam- 
bridge Ensemble are located 
near Harvard Square, and this 
weekend both are offering that 
“last chance” before summer 
sets in — and with it, that 
endless march of post-Broadway 
musical comedy packages with 
the geriatric stars we all thought 
were dead. So think about it.

etter Barber of Seville

THE BARBER OF SEVILLE 
by Gioachino Rossini per- 
formed by The Opera Company 
of Boston at the Orpheum 
Theater.

Friends more drenched in 
Rossini’s music than I ever hope 
to be have on more than one oc- 
casion labored in vain to open 
my ears to his supposed ex- 
cellence. After I have miserably 
failed to respond to the dizzy ex- 
cesses of Semiramide and The 
Siege of Corinth, not to mention 
his garish Stabat Mater we 
have always returned, with 
mounting impatience on both 
sides, to The Barber of 
Seville, the opera buffa on which 
his fame principally rests. Here, 
I gladly agree, are some 
moments of inspired skill and 
grace. Still, I will not be hectored 
into praising its much touted 
flow of unstinting wit and inven- 
tion: entirely too much’ of the 
score depends for its thrust on a 
pitiful handful of purely 
mechanical devices, repeated 
mechanically and ad infinitum 
without significant variation or 
expressive value: the often 
hollow coloratura fireworks; the 
reams Of semiquavers galloping 
for pages without the support of 
a melodic or harmonic line of the 
slightest sophistication; the in- 
terminable prestissimo and alla 
breve crescendi. To be sure, 
where he is not aiming to 
overwhelm by sheer quantity of 
notes per measure, Rossini oc- 
casionally reveals a lyric gift of 
no mean distinction to which 
even the most inflexible non- 
believer will return again and 
again with delight. But such 
moments are rare. ; 

As far as any Barber could, 
and certainly beyond my expec- 
tations, the Opera Company of 
Boston’s production last week 
silenced these reservations. 
True, the opera generally unfolds 
with considerably more dis- 
patch: Count Almaviva (alias 
Lindoro), aided by the rascally 
barber Figaro, rarely needs nigh 
on four hours to save the lovely 
Rosina from her marriage- 
minded guardian Don Bartolo 
and to marry her himself — but 
in this rendition, there was so

much, and so much of it so 
charming, that one only rarely 
bridled at its length. 


The first impressions were ad- 
vantageous. For the eye, there 
was the magnificent set by 
Herbert Senn and Helen Pond 
who transformed the Orpheum’s 
shallow stage by deft trompe- 
l'oeil into an ample and airy 
baroque Spanish square. The ear 
was greeted with a crisp reading 
of the excessively familiar over- 
ture, Sarah Caldwell conducting 
with unerring precision, main- 
taining perfect balance and 
dynamic control in the 
orchestra, and making the music 
sound almost as resilient and 
frothy as Rossini’s more ardent 
admirers always claim it is. 


As the evening progressed, eye 
and ear met with many another 
dainty. One watched amazed as 
the facades turned to join and 
reveal the spacious interiors of 
Don Bartolo’s house, with its 
pavillion of a bird cage (with sw- 
ing) for his captive ward. The 
costumes took some getting used 
to: Jan Skalicky transformed 


Figaro into a candy striped 
barber shop pole; the music 
master Don Basilio into a crush 
of music stands and organ pipes 
topped by a Gothic spire, Don 
Bartolo (in the final scene) into a 
nouveau-riche palazzo, and 
Rosina herself into a luxurious 
bird-of-paradise. Some of this 
looked better on the drawing 
board than on the stage 
(sketches were reproduced in the 
program), but on the whole the 
fancy was, if arbitrary, witty and 
disarming. The stage business, 
presided over by Mme. Caldwell, 
also kept attention riveted. 
Numerous brilliant touches were 
entirely without stage tradition, 
and sprang complete from her 
fertile imagination: the singing 
scenery shifters recapitulating 
with great vocal address the 
catchiest musical snatches from 
preceding scenes and Rosina’s 
leisurely near-escape in the 
melee of the first act finale, 
thwarted at the last moment by 
her attachment for a companion 
captive songbird left behind in 
its cage in her pavillion. 

All this would have counted 


for very little however if the ear 
had gone starve’! for its fair share 
in the ceiebration. Mme. 
Caldwel! had assembled a strong 
cast to assure that it would not. 

The palm unquestionably 
belongs to Beverly Sills who, 
appearing as Rosina for the first 
time, boldly exercised the star’s 
prerogative (a bane for lesser 
mortals) of recasting the role to 
suit her own personality and 
talents. She generously sang 
about twice as much as is nor- 
mally allotted Rosina, 
navigating the florid coloratura 
of both the familiar pieces and 
the spectacular interpolated 
numbers with her accustomed 
precision and panache, moreover 
investing them with both 
humorous and expressive value, 
particularly in her hilarious par- 
doy of the type of mad scene 
vocal and histrionic antics for 
which she is justly renowned 
when she is playing things 
straight. In the more lyric music, 
she was no less breathtaking, 
floating with touching simplicity 
and grace. Again and again she 
conveyed an irresistable sense of 


mirth, and one often felt that, if 
one were to close one’s eyes 
(which one never was at all 
tempted to do, nota bene), one - 
could hear her smiling. Her ac- 
ting, too, was of the highest 
order: she wisely abandons the 
simpering image of the part 
‘cultivated by too many sopranos 
and gives instead a delightfully 
unaffected, devilishly bright por- 
trayal of a young girl full of 
warmth and playfulness. 

Understandably, Miss Sills 
outshone her colleagues — but 
her artistic tact is such that the 
evening nonetheless coalesced as 
a well-meshed operatic enter- 
prise. As Figaro, Alan Titus 
cavorted nimbly and sang with 
commendable flexibility. His 
“Largo al factotum”, capped 
with a mad little fandango, 
brought down the house, though 
he was really more impressive in 
less ffarcissistic moments. Bruce 
Brewer, at first a bit insecure, 
soon displayed a pleasant sound 
and often astonishing agility in 
the role of Almaviva; his high 
notes, with their unearthly 
boyish ring, disconcert but do 
not disinay, and his trill is not 
entirely dependable — but how 
many men trill these days at all? 
and his Boston debut may cer- 
tainly qualify as a success. 

Donald Gramm, encumbered 
by a series of outrageous get-ups, 
gave an admirable and sonorous 
portrayal of the suspicious fool 
Don Bartolo. Fred Teschler per- 
formed memorably as the 
demented Don Basilio, but his 
raucous and sepulchral bass did 
not kindle admiration. The 
remaining cast members con- 
tributed in more limited 
capacities to the resounding 
success of an evening that is not, 
alas, destined for any more 
repeat performances. True, it 
did not dispel my impatience 
with Rossini, and from this I 
deduce that nothing can. Still, 
even allowing for the notorious 
unreliability of memory, I 
believe I can predict that this 
Barber, and more especially 
Miss Sill’s Rosina, will linger in 
my mind. It’s the kind of occa- 
sion that (if I ever have them) I’d 
like to tell my grandchildren 
about. 
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Print: Banalities And Other Obscurantisms

From time to time, under the 
rubric Print, J hope to cast a 
jaundiced eye on what writers 
and periodicals are doing, or fail- 
ing to do. 

In a time when every political 
journalist has a personal vendet- 
ta with The President, it was cer- 
tainly refreshing to read in the 
Boston Herald-American’s Sun- 
day Pictorial Living Coloroto 
Magazine of May 12 a very con- 
structive piece called “Get Up, 
Mr. President!” by Trude B. 
Feldman. It was a 24 inch story 
about Manuel Sanchez, ‘‘an 
ebullient, 45 year-old native of 
Cuba’’ who has worked for 
Richard Nixon for twelve years 
and whose job it has been for the 
last six years to wake his honor 
at 7 a.m. and remain outside his 
door throughout the day. 

Most journalism being written 
today on the Presidency is 
characterized so much by dis- 
cussions about morality, loyalty, 
and other confusing abstractions 
that it is truly a pleasure to un- 
earth what is so felicitously call- 
ed a “slice of life” piece. There is 
no soul so dark that it doesn’t 
appreciate the chance to read 
some humanizing evidence that 
the enemy, also, puts on its pan- 
ts one leg at a time. “I just knock 
on the door,” Sanchez says, “‘and 
say ‘Get up, Mr. President.’ He 
says, ‘Thank you.”” 

We learn that the “President’s 
breakfast is a simple one — cold 
cereal, a glass of orange juice, 
and a small glass of milk.” I am 
charmed by the precise descrip- 
tion, small glass of milk; it gives 
us a true sense of the man, of his 
appetites, and serves to alleviate 
our fears that his life consists 
only of high-level policy 
decisions. 

Sanchez reports to Ms. Feld- 
man: “He never even asks for 
coffee without saying ‘please’ or 
‘thank you.’’’ But Nixon’s 
courtesy, as we discover, is not 
confined to domestic contexts. 
“Not only is Nixon generous, but 
he is often helpful with his ad- 
vice,” says Sanchez, such as 
reminding him that when he 
(Sanchez) has a problem, losing 
his temper will not solve 
anything ... “He says to me, 
‘Just sit and work it out 
calmly.’” “‘The President,” con- 
tinues Sanchez with an insight 
that only makes me wonder why 
he hasn’t been used more fre- 
quently as a liaison with the 
press, ‘‘has wonderful self- 
control ... He never loses his 
temper. When he has a big 
problem, he just sits and studies 
it, trying to find a solution ... He 
doesn’t run away from problems, 
but hits them straight on the 
head.” 

Touching scenes between 
Sanchez and the President are 
recalled: Nixon as witness to 
Sanchez’ swearing-in ceremony 
when he obtained his 
citizenship; Nixon footing 
Sanchez’ round-trip fare to 
Spain to see his parents; Nixon 
offering Sanchez a: pair of his 


shoes when he noticed that his 
faithful servant had holes in his. 

This, as Feldman calls it, 
“rare interview’ with Sanchez is 
so human in its concerns that it 
is the perfect tonic for all those 
weary of indigestible political 
polemic. It is even more difficult, 
after reading this well-timed, 
fascinating article, to unders- 
tand how MORE could have 
tabbed the Herald-American one 
of the country’s ten worst 
newspapers in last month’s 
issue. Trude E. Feldman, a 
White House correspondent who 
has known Manuel Sanchez for 
seven years, should be en- 
couraged to write more articles of 
this genre, perhaps an exclusive 
with John Ehrlichman’s gar- 
dener.

On a slightly more respectable 
level. of banality, last week’s 
National Enquirer ran a page 3 
story titled “Top Psychiatrists 
Tell What the Watergate 
Transcripts Reveal About Nix- 
on’s Personality.” A panel of 
three psychiatrists cites these 
revelations upon reading the 
transcripts: 

The President is a fuzzy 
thinker, and can’t com- 
municate. 

He’s humorless and 
evidently is without 
spiritual values. 

He’s vindictive and dis- 
dainful of colleagues. 

He lacks warmth, 
courtesy (contrary to 
Manuel Sanchez’ claim), 
and breadth of thinking. 

He has a weak con- 
science and is obsessed 
with a need to maintain 
control. 

One would expect a capacity 
for platitude, like that for 
alcohol, to have its limits, but 
the three doctors become 
positively inebriated on their 
own sense.of the obvious as the 
article progresses. Dr. James 
Brussel, now a lecturer on 
criminology at the FBI 
Academy, admits: “He has per- 
sonality problems which serious- 
ly hamper his ability to function 
in office.” Dr. Berthold Schwarz 
of the Essex County, N.J. 
Hospital center laments Nixon’s 
obscenity: “A quick-witted per- 
son can converse without resort- 


ing to such language.” Dr. Jack 
Chernus of the New Jersey 
College of Medicine says that 
Nixon is like “the little boy who 
puts on the lion’s suit, all the 
time knowing he’s just a mouse 
inside.” 

That cliche is a weed which 
thrives in the garden of jour- 
nalism and particularly 
flourishes in the soils of sen- 
sationalism is news to nobody, 
but one cannot afford to become 
jaded about this curious fact: 
whenever there is really big 
news, whenever the structures of 
public belief that support cliches 
are weakened, even tumbled 
completely, that is precisely the 
moment when we can expect the 
practitioners of platitudes to 
reach vertiginous new heights of 
inanity. 

What the Enquirer article 
succeeds in doing is to fabricate 
a sense of surprise, to parade 
already largely accepted 
assumptions as revelations. The 
Enquirer, of course, has always 
made this a habit with its 
relentless portrayal of each new 
instance of child-beating or wife- 
slaying as an unprecedented 
event. The Enquirer short- 
changes reality by pretending 
that sort of thing doesn’t happen 
all the time and then not trying 
to understand why these 
butcherings occur as they do in 
our society. In the case of the 
psychiatrists’ “revelations,” the 
real insult is not to readers who 
may have known for as long as 
twenty years what the doctors 
profess to have just discovered, 
but rather the offense is against 
actuality itself, a slandering of 
the truth. The article begs all 
significant questions about Nix- 
on’s conduct and eludes the fact 
that Tricky’s crimes, like those 
depicted elsewhere in the En- 
quirer’s pages, have been going 
on for a long time. 

There is nothing quite so em- 
barrassing as ideological nudity. 
To be without an ism, one you 
can call your own, is to have a 
confusing world without 
weapons of clarification. There 
haven’t been many new isms 
lately, although I did read 
recently about an actor in the 
forthcoming film version of The 
Day of The Locust who is a 
proselyte of something in New 
York called Aesthetic Realism. 
I’ll have to look into that. For a 
brief period in my adolescence, I 
was an obligatory Existentialist, 
but later, when I discovered 
what Existentialism really was, I 
immediately stopped being one. 
Then I flirted, quite seriously, 
with Structuralism, which I like 
immensely, particularly 
because it helped elucidate and 
multiply the applications of my 
pet ism, Freudianism. But there 
is always room for more isms, of 
course, and the students over at 
Emerson College who put out a 
small literary magazine called 
Words (a member of COSMEP) 
have lately provided us with 
another. It’s called Modularism 


and their latest issue is really the 
first Modularist Manifesto. The 
“Declaration of Modularism” on 
page one states: - 

We being of four dimen- 
sional mind and three dimen- 
sional body do hereby 
proclaim our independence 
from every known and es- 
tablished poetic, literary, and 
artistic school, group and 
clique. 

Certainly no one will ever accuse 
the Modularists of being 
derivative, at least. The declara- 
tion continues: 

We declare both in thought 
and feeling by understanding 
and action — the phi psi 
phenomenon — Modularism 
to be the only formal 
American school to 
successfully ask and answer 
questions, and explore 
problems and solutions of life 
such as we imagine, incarnate 
and create it. 

What hooked me was 
Modularism’s sole claim to the 
successful asking and answering 
of questions. But, as if that were 
not enough (and evidently it 
isn’t), 

... we declare Modularism 
to be the sole evolutionary 
Contemporary school to 
successfully integrate the four 
components of Civilization: 
Art and Science, Psychology 
and Philosophy. 

And then, to head off an- 
ticipated critics at the pass, the 
manifesto warns us: 

We attest to the sanctity of 


Modularism as High Art. 

Modularism, rooted mainly in 
Hegel’s Idealism, somehow then 
turns Hegel not on his head, 
because that has already been 
done, but more or less on his 
shoulder, developing 
Hegelianism into what else but 
the modlectic of modthesis. An 
interesting essay by Ed Cates 
helps to dissolve this wordy knot 
(although, judging by the essay, 
writing complete prose sentences 
is not one of Modularism’s 
tenets). Modularism grows out of 
Conceptualism which grew out 
of New Criticism; it appears to 
be an informal, humanistic ap- 
proach to forms, all of which are 
pre-existent. Modularism em- 
phasizes a sort of synethesia 
and a new reconciliation of those 
attitudes called Form and Mean- 
ing. Stephen Dunn’s three 
poems strike me as the finest 
things in this issue of Words. 
The rest is taken up largely by 
obscure manifestoeing, with oc- 
casional moments of intelligibili- 
ty (I don’t mean to be middle- 
brow, but the writing is often too 
free-associative and eclectic to 
be clear), and poetic pastiches. 

I would like to say I know what 
Modularism is, but I can’t, and 
hope that the next issue of 
Words attempts to explain more 
fully this latest ism. After all, 
forty years from now scholars 
may look back on Emerson 
College as the humble seat of one 
of the Twentieth Century’s most 
important intellectual strains, 
Modularism. But I doubt it.

COOLIDGE CORNER (**). 
Just another neighborhood 
theatre, the Coolidge is easy to 
get to and has a regular Friday 
night clientele of elderly Jewish 
couples. I testify from personal 
experience that the Coolidge is 
not a good place to stage a water 
pistol fight. 

PLAZA (*). It is there. Park- 
ing nearby. The rest is silence.

BRATTLE (**). The Brattle 
rates highly in the Scandinavian 
flag department. But — where’s 
the food? Where are the 
restrooms? The latter question 
can be answered, but not 
without some difficulty. 

CENTRAL (*). The Central 
deserves our loathing for their 
continued presentation of 
Phillipe de Broca’s obnoxious 
King of Hearts. Even if they 
showed good American films, 
which they seldom do, we would 
still loathe them for having 
theaters that resemble shooting 
galleries. It’s tough to see the 
postage stamp screen from the 


rear. 

HARVARD SQ. (*). This 
place may be the champ when it 
comes to sticky floors. The glop 
and sludge is a little cheaper 
than at most of your Sack con- 
fectionary shops, but the 
clientele includes a lot of 
drunken high school Harries. 

ORSON WELLES (****). 
This place ain’t really as char- 
ming as some others, but not for 
lack of effort. The popcorn comes 
with butter; they sell animal 
crackers and yogurt and hand 
out free movie reviews; they 
feature more monster movies 
than any other theater. (The 
viewing fare isn’t supposed to 
count in this accurate and in- 
telligent survey, but monster 
movies must count if we are to 
take any aspect of American 
culture seriously.) The Orson 
Welles also boasts an electronic 
ping pong machine. Sic transit 
gloria Muni. 

As we come to the end of our 
happy survey, we cannot fail to 
notice that not a single theater 
has garnered the highest possible 
rating — five (5) kernels — from 
MOTORBOAT. This is because 
no theatre is ideal. Plans to 
remedy the situation are under 
way and a new theatre is going 
up in my back yard which will 
sweep the MOTORBOAT 
awards next year: 

THE MARTIN KOSLECK 
(*****). This theatre, in my 
back yard, seats ten in air con- 
ditioned comfort. There is a 
small refrigerator by each seat 
containing a selection of M&Ms 
(Yes, we hear you, Orson Welles 
and Park Sq.! Good for you in 
the M&M dept.!), soda pop, 
Kentucky bourbon, cocaine, 
cheese dip, and Visine. The pop- 
corn comes with fresh melted 
butter (as do the lobsters), the 
floor hardly sticks at all; and the 
program inciudes no foreign 
films. ©
